Employes Instructed Not to Go to 
Work This Morning in All but Two 
or Three of the Large Houses—Con- 
clusion Is Reached After Midnight, 
Following a Hot Session—Vote Is 
Unanimous to Go Out—Action of the 
Employers, :

The discussion of the strike Was a pro- 
longed one. Each chapel or office union was 
asked to explain the situation at its shop and 
report the result of the shop meeting. It was 
then announced quite a number of the small 
shops and three ef the larger ones were not 
in the combine and would help the union by 
continued employment at union wages. 


No Time to Delay. 


It was argued there was no question of 
expediency to be discussed. The question 
was one of life or death to #he union, and 


'there could be no surrender to the demands 


of the manufacturers. The union could win 
the fight now as well as at any time in the 
future, and the test of strength should be 
made at once. 

The manufacturers attacked the main 
principles of the union, it was argued, when 
they proposed the merit system, the employ- 
ment of non-union men, the control of ap- 
prentices, and the ordering of machine work. 

The hall was crowded with 600 members 
of the union and when the vote was ordered 
it was carried for the strike without a dis- 
senting voice and amid cheers. For the 
present the union will take no steps to seek 
an arbitration of differences with the em- 
ployers, 

Some time today the manufacturers’ com- 
bine will have a meeting ‘to decide what 
action shall be taken to fill the places of the 
striking employés. At several places yes- 
terday it was said new men had applied for 
positions, but had been put off for a few days 
to see what the union would do. All action 
on the part of the combine was suspended 
pending the action of the union last night. 

The manufacturers say they have several 
resources for emergencies. These include 
the importation of men from New York and 
Rochester, and the employment of appren- 
tices. They say they will win if it takes 
all spring and summer. The strikers say 
they will win in less than two months. 

The firm of Cc. F. Orr & Co., No. 130 La 
Salle street, previously reported in the com- 
bine, has nothing to do with it. 

The strike throws 80U men out 
ployment. 

A. M. Clement’s Views. 


‘The manufacturers are not fighting the 
union, but the peculiar methods of the un- 
ion,”’ said A. M. Clement of the firm of 
Clement, Bane & Co. ‘* To give you an idea 
of those methods let me tell you something 
about our experience with the union. Our 
introduction to the unidn was eight years 
azo, when 1 wanted to learn the trade of cut- 
ter in order to make myself more useful in 
the business. But, though I was the son of 
the President of the firm, the union would 
not allow meto workin ourown shop. I had 
first to work for one year as a trimmer and 
general roustabout, doing everything any 
other boy would do until there was a va- 
cancy among the apprentices: then Il was 
permitted to begin to learn the trade. 

* Then things went smoothly enough until 
a year ago last October, when the men want- 
ed hours reduced from nine hours a day to 
eight hours. We consented on condition that 
the pay should be proportionately reduced. 
This was agreed to. Soon after this we gota 
new foreman. He called the men together 
and said if they were to be paid for eight 
hours’ work they would have to work eight 
hours, instead of taking fifteen or twenty 
minutes of the day to wash up. In other 
words, they would have to wash in their own 
time. They struck. Some wecks after a 
committee waited on us with a set of rules 
and regulations which they wanted us to 
bind ourselves by contract to observe. They 
wanted us to take back all the strikers, dis- 
charge all the new men, employ none but 
union workmen, allow walking delegates ac- 
cess to the workrooms at any and 
all times, and to put a_ union label 
on every garment manufactured by us, for 
which we were to pay the union a royalty of 
one cent. We refused to sign a contract. A 
general committee called on us and the result 
of the conference’ was that the union tried 
to boycott us, first by sending out circulars 
and later by sending out traveling men, who 
visited all our customers in the West and 
tried to induce them to stop buying our 
goods. We secured a temporary injunction 
fiom Judge Brentano to restrain them from 
interfering with our business. In the suit 
for a permanent injunction representatives 
testified under oath, as the court records 
will show, that the principal reason they had 
given to influence trade against us was that 
we used prison-made garments, but that 
they sold union labels to the firm of Cane, 
McCaffrey & Co. of New York, who have the 
contract for prison labor, and that these 
union labels were put on these convict made 
garments. 


INVOLVES NEW INHERITANCE LAW. 


Judge Carter Hears Petition Against 
John B. Drake Estate. 

Judge Carter yesterday took up the peti- 
tion of the County Treasurer in the matter 
of the estate of John B. Drake to enforce the 
new law taxing inheritances. Attorncys 
representing the estate argued against the 
constitutionality of the new law. 

The attorneys contended that not only is 
the law contrary to the Constitution of I)li- 
nois, but is a violation of the principles laid 
down in the Constitution of the United 
States in that the taxation proposed is un- 
equal and discriminating. 

The argument was continued for a weck, 
when the County Attorney will present his 
argument in support of the law. The court 
will then decide the question, and the mat- 
ter will be carried to the upper courts for 
final decision. 


PLAYWRIGHTS MEET TO PROTEST. 


Before the Congressional 
Committee on Patents. 

Washington, D. C., Feb, 19.—The House 
Committee on Patents today heard a num- 
ber of prominent playwrights and others 
interested in the Cummings bill to strengthen 
the copyright laws. The committee was ad- 
dressed by A. M. Palmer, Bronson Howard, 
Harrison Grey Fiske, Charles Klein, Frank- 
livn Fyles, and Judge Dittenhoefer of New 
York. They complained that copyrighted 
plays were performed by unauthorized per- 
sons who, when an injunction was obtained 
against them, would go to another judicial 
circuit and continue their performances, 
The remedy for this, the playwrights 
thought, was to make the injunction uni- 
versal, so that if obtained in one judicial 
district it could be enforced in another.

| BELIEVE MRS. CODY IS IN MEMPHIS. 


Person Resembling Her on a Train En- 
tering the City. 

Memphis, Tenn., Feb. 19.—[(Special.}—The 
local police and detectives are seeking the 
missing Mrs. Cody. New interest was awak- 
ened in the matter yesterday when Gen. G. 
P. M. Turner asserted he had seen Mrs. 
Cody on a street car coming from the 
Kansas City, Memphis, and Birmingham 
Depot. 

His assertion was strengthened by the fol- 
lowing special from Kansas City: ** Deputy 
United States Marsha! Halderman of this 
eity believes he saw Mrs. Arthur B. Cody of 
Chicago on Monday of this week. The wom- 
an was a passenger booked from Kansas 
City for Memphis on the Kansas City, 
Memphis and Birmingham railroad. She 
had lost her railroad ticket, and it was her 
excited and disconnected talk of Tacoma and 
Washington that brought her to his altten- 
tion. 

‘* At police headquarters he has just seena 
photograph and description of Mrs. Cody. 

‘* Halderman was obliged to leave the train 
some distance from Memphis, but so sure of 
the woman's identity was he that he tele- 
graphed the police at Memphis to detain her. 

“The Memphis authorities ignored his 
message, and so far as Halderman knows 
nothing further has been heard of the 
woman.” 

The message, if sent, evidently went 
astray, for it was not received by the police, 
but they have entered the search diligently, 
and if she is here will possibly be found. No 
woman answering her description has put up 
at any of the hotels. 

An unknown woman died at the City Hos- 
pital here today under mysterious circum- 
stances and lies at the morgue awaiting 
identification. The sheeted form bears a 
striking resemblance to the published cuts 
of Mrs. Cody and is thought by some to be 
the unfortunate w an. 

When the Rowen& Lee arrived in port this 
morning this woman was a passenger. All 
efforts to arouse her were futile, and when 
her door was forced open she was found in 
an unconscious state with a box of chloral 
in her hand. She was removed to the City 
Hospital, where heroic measures were used 
to restore her, but failed. She died in two 
hours, 

The name she registered under on the 
boat was Mrs. Anderson. She had gone 
down to Helena on Monday, remained there 
a few hours, and took the return boat for 
Memphis. In her valise was found a card of 
Gaston’s Hotel. It appears that a woman 
answering her description sat in the parlor 
of that hotel a week ago and waited fora 
Birmingham train, and said she would re- 
turn to Memphis in.a few days. She did not 
register and there is no further clew. 

The face of the dead woman is an at- 
tractive one and shows culture and refine- 
ment. It is an index to a well spent life, 
whoever she is. Her garments, save a 
dainty night-gown and a stylish hat, were 
of a type that would indicate that she lived 
in the country. The dead woman is light 
haired, but not a decided blonde. She is 
medium-sized and had false teeth. Her ap- 
pearance in Memphis is as much a mystery 
as if she had dropped from the clouds. 


WEALTHY MAN TAKES HIS LIFE. 


E. J. Hyland of Plainfield, I11,, Dies at 
Atlanta, Ga. 

Atlanta, Ga., Feb. 19.—[Special.J—E. J. 
Hyland, a wealthy man of Plainfield, IIL, 
committed suicide in a cell at police head- 
quarters this morning about 6 o’clock while 
temporarily insane. . 

Mr. Hyland came South last Wednesday 
for the purpose of making extensive pur- 
chases of land near Fort Valley and Cordele. 
Hie made the journey with several other men 
he had met on the train. 

Nothing further was heard of him in At- 
lanta until yesterday morning, when he 
walked into Goode’s real estate office here. 
He seemed dazed and irresponsible and'‘sat 
about the office all day with a vacant stare 
in hiseyes. Occasionally he would almost go 
to sleep, much as one addicted to the use of 
chloral or morphine. 

Mr. Hyland wandered about in the cold 
until about midnight, and then fearing that 
something would happen to him Officer Wim- 
bish sent him to the station-house as a 
‘‘sleeper.”” He was at no time a prisoner, 
but was locked up to get him off the street. 

At the station-house the old man was quiet 
and lay down on the floor of the corridor. 
He remained there until about 4 o’clock and 
then went into one of the cells which was 
standing open. Turnkey Cooper thought 
nothing of this until about 6 o’clock this 
morning, when he passed the cell and found 
Mr. Hyland dead. He had wrapped one of 
the chains on the couch about his neck and 
choked himself to death. Thesgchains are 
used to swing the couch. 

The body was still warm and Dr. N. O. 
Harris was called. He had been dead, he 
said, less than half an hour. In the dead 
man’s pocket were found $9and a watch and 
several letters, among them those of Mr. 
Goode, which had evidently never been pre- 
sented. A return ticket to his home was 
also found. 

Mr. Hyland was a large property-owner 
in Plainfield and Joliet, lll., and was one of 
the best known men in those cities. He was 
about 60 years old and leaves a wife and two 
sons and a married daughter in Plainfield. 


FOUR OF THE DEAD ARE RECOVERED. 


Lost at the Vulcan Mine Will 
Probably Number Fifty. 

Newcastle, Colo., Feb. 19.—At 11:30 o’clock 
today, when the work of rescue was tempo- 
rarily suspended, the Vulcan mine had, all 
told, yielded up four of its dead. That was 
the work of exactly twenty-four hours. How 
many more bodies remain within is still 
somewhat a matter of conjecture, although 
the most reliable figures make the number 
forty-seven. 

The officials of the Vulcan Fuel company 
have checked up fifty-one lamps in all that 
were given out yesterday morning, Prob- 
ably it will be found that there are four or 
five more, but without any apparent question 
the number of victims will not exceed fifty- 
six. 

All night a throng of weeping women and 
children stood about the mouth of the Vul- 
can mine while a hardy band of rescuers was 
working earnestly and systematically in the 
hope of soon being able to reaclhf the en- 
tombed miners, all of whom, it is conceded, 
must now be dead. 


MAY NOT TEACH SCHOOL AND DANCE. 


Michigan School Trustees Have Some 
Ideas of Their Own. 

Traverse City, Mich., Feb. 19.—[Special.]— 
The many pretty school-ma’ams of this city 
are hot under their new woman collars over 
an edict which has gone forth from Supt. 
Grawn that they must hereafter refrain 
from attending dancing parties. It was not 
Mr. Grawn’'s fault, however, but the whole 
matter is laid at the door of the Rev. W. A. 
Frye, pastor of the Methodist Church. He 
poses as a Parkhurst, and last Sunday 
preached a sermon on depravity as exem- 
plified in this city. He fired hot shot against 
dancing and brought pressure to bear upon 
a School Commissioner, who brought more 
pressure to bear, and as a result Mr. Grawn 
called a meeting of the teachers and told 
them he would prefer that they desist from 
such worldly pleasures hereafter.

The murderers lit- 
erally chopped the old man to pieces, They 
left no clew. Robbery was evidently the 
motive. A posse is searching the country in 
every direction and excitement has reached 
the lynching point.

BILL NYE IS NEAR DEATH 


FAMOUS HUMORIST STRICKEN WITH 


APOPLEXY NEAR ASHEVILLE. 
j 


Physicians Say He Will Never Re« 
cover—Fatal Return of Symptoms 
That Had Troubled Him Often Be- 
fore—How Hie Won His Early Fame 
on the Laramte Boomerang—His 
Subsequent Career, Which Has 
Been Rich in Financiai Rewards. 

Asheville, N. C., Feb. 19.—[{Special.]—Ed- 
gar W. Nye, the humorous writer, is lying at 
death’s door, stricken with apoplexy, at his 
home, Buck Shoals, eight miles from Ashe- 
ville on the French Broad River. 

Mr. Nye has scarcely left his home since 
abandoning his lecture tour seyeral weeks 
ago in New Jersey. About ten days ago 
apoplectic symptoms beztame manifest, but 


his condition was kept quiet. His system 
responded to remedies, and his physicians 
pronounced him as improving. 

Last night the stroke came, and two phy- 
sicians from Asheville were summoned to 
his bedside, and were with him until this 
afternoon. They made the statement to- 
night: 

“Mr. Nye will never be out again.” 

Mr. Nye’s daughters, Winnie and Bessie, 
who were at school at Washington, D. C., 
were telegraphed for last night and reached 
home this evening.

Edgar Willis Nye, or “ Bill ”’ Nye, as he is 
much better known to his friends and the 
public, was born in Shirley, Piscataquis 
County, Me., Aug. 25, 1850, but at the age of 
2 years, according to his own story, he took 
oo pores by the hand and led them to the 

est. 

They went to Wisconsin, and there on the 
banks of the St. Croix River, young Nye 
was brought up ona farm. He received an 
academical education at River Falls, Wis., 
and in 1876 went to Wyoming Territory, 
where he studied law, and was admitted to 
the bar. 

There, as he says, he practiced law in a 
quiet way, “ although frequently warned by 
the authorities not to do so.” 

He had plenty of leisure time on his hands, 
which he used in writing a Sunday letter for 
the Cheyenne Sun at the rate of $1 a col- 
umn. In one of his humorous autobiograph- 
ical sketches Mr. Nye says that that sum, 
which amounted to nearly $60 a year, so 
dwarfed his returns from his law practice 
that he decided to take up newspaper writ- 
ing as a profession, and accordingly moved 
to Denver, where he obtained a position on 
the staff of the Denver Tribune. 

He corresponded from Denver for the Salt 
Lake Tribune. Later a new paper was 
started in Laramie called the Boomerang, 
after a favorite mule owned by Nye, and 
which he called *“ Boomerang ’’ because he 
never knew where it would strike. At the 
time Nye edited the Boomerang it was pub- 
lished over a livery stable. A sign on the 
door instructed callers to “ twist the tail of 
the gray mule and take the elevator.”’ 


Fame Begins onthe Boomerang. 


The Boomerang was quoted all over the 
country and Nye began to get his reputation 
as a humorist of note at that time. The 
paper was not a financial success, butit was 
the foundation for the fortune which Nye 
afterwards made as a humorist. 

Like many humorists, Mr. Nye was a man 
of almost womanly gentleness of disposi- 
tion. His amiability was never clouded, and 
his good humor was as spontaneous as it 
was good-natured. He never forgot a friend. 
In later years his writings and lecturing 
brought an income of over $30,000 a year, 
and he will leave a moderate fortune to his 
widow ama children. 

Mr. Nye was married in 1877 to Miss 
Fanny Smith of Chicago. With her and 
their children Nye lived happily for a long 
time on the banks of the 8t. Croix, and they 
went with him to New York City and made 
home bright on Staten Island. Of late years, 
when he was not going about the country 
on lecturing tours, Nye has passed most of 
his time at his country place near this city. 

Some of the experiences of his life on this 
farm are among his quaintest and best ef- 
forts. Of his appearance all that is neces- 
sary to say is that he “ looked like his 
pictures,’’ and there is hardly a man, wom- 
an, or child who reads newspapers who 
does not know them by heart. Perhaps the 
most famous of his humorous writings was 
the letter to the President of the United 
States accepting the Postmastership at 
Laramie City. That letter was commented 
upon in seriousness by the London Times, 
and the comment was, perhaps, as funny as 
the original letter, when all the circum- 
stances are taken into consideration. 


TORTURED IN A CONVICT CAMP. 


Eastern Young Men Treated as Tramps 
and Receive Serious Injuries. 

Ocala, Fla., Feb. 19.—After ten days of 
torture at a convict camp, whither they had 
been sent as tramps, eleven young men were 
released today on writs of habeas corpus 
issued by Circuit Judge Hocker. The young 
men gave their names as: George Saunders 
and Charles Smith, Kentucky; Jaek Ingram, 
Ohio; Oscar Wagner, Missouri; Thomas 
Cummings, John Davis, New York; Thomas 
Forbes, Pennsylvania; Jack Ryan, Louisi- 
ana; Don Clint, Illinois; John Sopria, Texas; 
Joseph Stone, Massachusetts. 

Two weeks ago the party reached Ocala. 
They were well dressed, and said they were 
walking to see the country better, d te 
hunt and fish at will. They had a ip of 
novelties for sale. They did not ask aid, but 
the day after their arrival they were ar- 
rested. Justice Clary sent them to the con- 
vict farm as tramps. a 

At the ranch they were barbarously treat- 
ed. They were chained to negroes and given 
impossible tasks. Every night, upon report 
ing the tasks unperformed, they wer 
stripped, tied across logs, and whipped wit! 
rawhides until the blood gushed, Last night, 
the coldest of the winter, the guards drove 
them into a pond, shouting: “ You have 
been wanting a bath, now get it.”” Twicea 
day they were given bread, but no meat. 

At Judge Hocker’s request they bared their 
backs, which were found raw and quivering. 
Five of them may not recover. In discharg- 
ing the young men Judge Hocker said their 
arrest, sentence, and treatment disgraced 
civilization, and every one concern in it 
should be severely punjshed. The victims 
of the outrage will bring heavy suits for 
damage.

T. E. Daniels, late Superintendent and 
‘Manager of the Chicago Waifs’ Mission, will 
be asked to account for the funds handled by 
him as the virtual head of the institution. 
The request will probably take the form of a 
lawsuit. 

W. M. Robertson, the expert accountant 
employed by Joseph Leiter to examine the 
books of the mission, is hard at work trying 
to get some idea of the affairs of the institu- 
tion from the data kept by Mr. Daniels. He 
Zeclared yesterday the accounts were a 
tissue of juggling, but it is thought sufficient 
facts have been unearthed on which to base 
a prosecution. 

One of the clearest cases is thought to be 
the account of Mrs. Sarah A. Smale, for 
vears one of Mr. Daniels’ best paid and most 
devoted workers. It is declared by. those 
who have examined the figures her account 
could not possibly be in the condition it is 
without a knowledge on the part of herself 
and Mr. Daniels that the books were 
juggled. 

Mrs. Smale’s Account. 

RIrs. Smale has been drawing a salary of 
$15 a week, and also selling papers and se- 
curing advertisements on commission, the

Jan. 1 and*April 11, 1895, she admits having 

received $201. Credits on the books show 
$115. "Much of this money is said to be due 
for sales of special copies of the American 
Wouth.

plain Building. 
To meet part of this expense Mr. Daniels, 
it is discovered, used the undivided earnings 


-of the boys—$254 in all—and then resorted 


to a subterfuge to makea satisfactory show- 
ing to the directors. About thirty boys had 
left the home, each having money due him, 
the sums ranging from $5*to $25. This 
money, it is said, was carried forward and 
put down in the report as undivided earnings 
and the directors did not suspect the exact 
facts till their examination was begun. 

Part of Mr. Mathews’ bill is still unpaid. 
The total amount was $552. The clothier 
threw off $50 as a donation and of the balance 
$322 is unpaid. In the report made tothe 
directors $316, instead of $552, was given as 
the total amount of the bill. Thereport was 
made Jan. 1. It has been found $50 of the 
amount actually paid on the accougt was not 
given Mr. Mathews till Jan. 8. 

This incident is given as an illustration of 
the ends to which unknown amounts of the 
boys’ earnings may have been devoted. 


What Became of the Money? 


Efforts are also being made to learn what 
became of the money furnished for remodel- 
ing and equipping the new home. The total 
cash subscribed, aceording to the ‘books, 
was $3,102. In a printed report Mr. Dan- 
iels gave the names of twenty-four persons 
who gave $2,400 of the gross amount. This 
leaves only $700 as the total donation 
of 107 other business-men and firms whose 
names were printed in the report. This 
list contains the names of many of the best 
houses in the city; people noted for their 
giits in such a cause. It is thought there’is 
something wrong in the figures and an effort 
will be made to find out what the 107 actually 
gave. It is expected the amount will not be 
represented by $700. 

When Tue TRIBUNE printed a story a 
fortnight ago exposing some of the practices 
of the institution one of the attachés pre- 
pared a reply imputing malice as th¢animus 
of the story. The reply was shown to Ac- 
countant Robertson, who advised against 
using it. ‘*‘ Every statement in THE TRIB-

SEEK TO PERFECT A CROOKES TUBE. 


Dr. Burry and Mr. Scribner Believe 
They Will Succeed. 

Dr. James Burry and Charles E. Scribner 
are trying to perfect a Crookes tube. The 
result of their work yesterday at the labor- 
atory of the Western Electric company was 
the most satisfactory of any experiment so, 
far attempted. It is now believeda perfect 
tube will soon be made here. 

Immediately on the receipt of the news of 
the process of photography by the Roentgen 
rays orders were sent to Germany from al- 
most every scientific institution in the world 
asking for tubes. Many of the tubes are im- 
perfect, and are worthless to the investi- 
gators. The demand largely, exceeds the 
supply, and those who did not get tubes as 
soon as the discovery was announced have 
been compelled to forego experimenting. 

A number of important experiments will 
soon be made at the Western Electric com- 
pany’s laboratory. It has been the desire 
of Dr. Burry ever since he began working 
with the X ray to produce a cathodograph 
of the spinal bones. This will be under- 
taken. The attempt to locate a bulletina 
human brain will be made as soon as the 
apparatus can be arranged. 

Ae number of cathodographs were made 
yesterday, when the voltage was increased, 
shortening the time of exposure. The in- 
vestigators are working to make clearer neg- 
atives with a shorter exposure. ’ 

The British Medical Journal was received 
here yesterday. Much of its space is de- 
voted to the Roentgen ray. A description is 
given of the first operation performed in 
Europe with the aid of the cathodograph. In 
Vienna a bullet was removed from the hand 
of a young German. It lay between the 
third and fourth bones of the fingers of the 
right hand. At the same time in Chicago 
Pr. Burry and Mr. Scribner were perform- 
ing the same operation on a young man of 
German descent who had years before re- 
ceived a bullet in his right hand in exactly 
the same place. 

This curious coincidence caused much 
speculation yesterday at the laboratory. 
Prof. W. M. Stein, as the result of a con- 
tinuation of his experiments with the X ray, 
believes moderately slow plates are equal 
or superior to the rapid plates. This conclu- 
sion is based on a forty-minute simultanéous 
exposure of both kind of plates. Both de- 
veloped with equal rapidity and were at the 
same time equally dense. 

A test of speed of the circuit breaker shows 
the best results were given ata rate of 500 
to 800 times a minute. A higher speed was 
found to impede rapid transference through 
the induction coil and necessitated longer 
exposures, 

Prof. Stine believes he is on the eve of the 
most important discovery from a purely 
scientific standpoint yetymade in the theory 
of Roentgen rays. 

His work differs from that of the medical 
and electrical experimenters in that it i 
entirely on the theoretical side. . 

He says: ‘‘ The steel companies seek to 
adapt the use of the rays to detecting flaws 
in metal plates,, the surgeon to locating 
stray objects in the human body, and other 
individual workers to certain specific uses 
of a similar nature, but the experiments we 
are conducting at Armour Institute have in 
view primarily.the discovery of the nature 
of the rays.’’ 


ARGUMENTS IN LAKE-FRONT CASE. 


Attorneys Ayer and Jewett Speak for 
the Railroad Cgmpany. 

Attorney Ayer, representing the Illinois 
Central railroad company, resumed his. 
argument before Judge Showalter yester- 
day morning in the Lake-Front case. With 
reference to the alleged obstruction to navi- 
gation the attorney said: 

* What we have claimed is that we have 

been operating in front of our own land, 
which extends from the river to Randolph 
street and from Park row to Sixteenth 
street. It has been held by Justice Harlan 
that the railroad had the right from the 
State to take these lands from the lake, but 
had no right to go beyond the line of navi- 
gation. It has been held-that the structures 
between Randolph street and the river were 
lawful structures, and that the railroad 
company owned them in fee. 
_* It is to the interest of the State, also, 
thatthe railroad company do an economical 
and paying business, for 7 per cent of the 
gross receipts of the corporaion are paid 
into its Treasury. 

“The government has desgnated where 
this harbor line should be placed, and struct- 
ures which do not go beyond “hat line are 
within the law. Evidence is conclusive that 
those piers at Randolph street are lawful, 
and the same may be said of those at Thir- 
teenth street. It appears on record the title 
to all the land on which these alleged ob- 
structions abut has been acquired.”’ 

Mr. Ayer, referring to the building of the 
pier at Thirteenth street, said it was sug- 
gested by the Board of Army Engineers that 
such a pier was needed to protect the har- 
bor, and the engineers of his road projected 
the same and received the consent of the 
government to build it. 

The right of the company to the land be- 
tween Twelfth and Sixteenth streets, he: 
asserted, was in accordance with the law 
and ordinance which gave the railroad au- 
thority to erect side and switch tracks and 
machine shops and round houses; and was 
not in conflict with the ruling of the court. 

In conclusion, the attorney took up the 
recent ordinance creating a park along the 
city front, detailing the expense borne by 
the railroad in building the retaining walls. 
He asserted that it being built out to the 
dock line effectually established the fact 
ag was no navigable water within that 

John N. Jewett followed for the railroad, 
citing the testimony in the old case as to the 
relative rights of the road. 

The issue will go to the court today after a 
rejoinder by Mr. Hamline.

RUPTURE PURELY A SOCIAL ONE. 


Assistant Secretary Rockhill and Am- 
bassador Patenotre Still at Odds. 
Washington, D. C., Feb. 19.—[Special.]— 
Careful investigation shows that the rupture 
between the new First Assistant Secretary 
of State and the French Ambassador has 
thus far been purely a social one, the de- 
partment having taken no official action in 
the matter. Ambassador Patendtre has 
not been notified that he is persona non 
grata, nor will his recall be asked unless 
there should be a fresh outbreak on one 

side or the other. 

When seen last night Assistant Secretary 
Rockhill denied the story on the ground that 
it had not been considered official by the 
department. Close friends of his say, how- 
ever, it is perfectly true that years ago in 
China Mrs. Rockhill did decline to see M. 
Patendtre when he called inopportunely one 
afternoon. Since that time the French 
diplomat has on several occasions here in 
Washington ignored Mrs. Rockhill, and this 
was carried to such an extent that the hus- 
band of the lady felt obliged to write a let- 
ter to the French Ambassador declining to 
have any relations with him in the future, 
either social or official. The letter was writ- 
ten some time ago, and it was shown to 
Secretary Olney, who approved it heartily, 
but was not called upon in any way to take 
cognizance of it officially. 

Assistant Secretary Rockhill has to do 
only with consular matters, except the 
diplomatic relations with China, and hence 
is not liable to come into official relations 
with the French Ambassador, who deals 
directly with the Secretary of State. 

To.a large extent the affair has been a 
tempest in a teapot, and it would have at- 
tracted but little attention had it not been 
for the fact that Ambassador Patendtre 
took unto himself an American wife, and 
hence has rather closer social relations here 
than is common with members of the diplo- 
matic corps.

Washington, D. C., Feb. 19.—[Special.]— 
very effort is being made by both Houses of 
Congress to expedite the passage of the an- 
nval appropriation bills so as to prepare for 
an early adjournment. Four of the big bills 
—the urgent deficienry, military academy, 
pensions, and diplomatic and consular meas- 
ures—have already passed both Houses. The 
agricultural and army have run the gant: 
let in the House’and are now before the Sen- 
ate committee. The District of Columbia 
bill struck a snag in the House on the ques-

passed promptly. The Indian appropriation 
bill and that of the Legislative, Judicial, and 
ie xecutive Departments have been reported 
to the House from the committee, while the 
postoffice bill Was agreed upon today by the 
subcommittee. This leaves only six appro- 
priation bills to be constructed in the House, 


_ including the navy, sundry civil, rivers and 


harbors, fortifications, and the general defi- 
ciency measure, which is the last one passed 
and is the catch-all for everything omitted 
from the bills. 

These appropriation bills are generally the 
index of the progress of work in Congress, 
and their forward condition at this time 
shows that the Republicans are deter- 
mined to keep their promise of a business 
session and an early adjournment. The gen- 
eral purpose is to clear the track of the rou- 
tine measures and allow time for careful con- 
sideration of the nkval bill and the fortifica- 
tions measure, for the sentiment of Congress 
is overwhelming in the direction of coast de- 
fenses and new battleships. 

The Venezuela and Cuban questions have 
had the effect of turning the attention of 
members of Congress to the serious fact that 
the country is absolutely unprepared to back 
up any of its bellicose talk, and in spite of 
the cautiousness of the leaders in the House 
an unusual number of battleships and some- 
thing approaching a comprehensive scheme 
of coast defenses are almost certain to be 
provided for.

SAY THERE WAS NO ABDUCTION. 


Fulton County Court-House Case on 
Trial at Macomb. 

Macomb, Ill, Feb. 19.—[{Special.]—This 
evening closed the second day’s work on 
the trial of the celebrated abduction wing 
of the Fulton County Court-House fight, in 
which Detectives Joseph E. Farley and E. 
F. Clark stand indicted for kidnaping, ex- 
torting confessions, etc. The case was 
brought to McDonough County on a change 
of venue. 

The object of the prosecution is to show 
that defendants forced Frank Henry, Ellis 
Brown, and Oscar Baughman to confess to 
the burning of the Fulton County Court- 
House:im December, 1894, and that they did 
not know what they were doing when they 
signed confessions. 

Henry swore he was in the custody of the 
detectives for five weeks in Chicago. Ellis 
Brown was night watchman in Lewistown 
at the time the Court-House was burned 
and said the detectives had him in charge 
eight or ten days. Oscar Baughman, the 
Lewistown bus driver, who was enticed to 
Chicago on a false pretense, told of his 
arrest by Farley and final smuggling to 
Canton, claiming the detectives had him in 
a drunken condition all the time. He said 
he signed of his own free will no paper 
whatever. 

On cross-examination it was shown no 
attempt was made to drug him, and he 
acknowledged he was at no time forced to 
drink. 

Judge Jefferson Orr, who was occupying 
the bench in Fultdh County at the time and 

rdered the discharge of the prisoners, testi- 
, that he had Baughman brought before 
him to see if he was in fit mental condition 
for trial and said he did not want a man he 
knew to be innocent o¢ the crime charged 
to get into the grand jury-room and be rail- 
roaded through to the penitentiary. 

The defense examined nineteen witnesses 
to show that Baughman was in a normal 
condition when undergoing his preliminary 
examination in Canton. The confession 
that Baughman signed in Farley’s office 
and swore to be before a notary was read 
and offered as evidence, as was also the 
signed statement of Baughman asking Far- 
ley to hold him during the investigation of 
the arson affair. 


Commits Suicide in a Court-House.

I. Johnson, an insurance agent of this city, 
aged about 40 years, shot himself through 
the temple while sitting in one of the offices 
at the Court-House this afternoon.

Will Be Worse Today. 

If the conditions yesterday and last night 
were bad, those today will be worse.

BLACK SNOW PROVES MAINLY DUST. 
Chicago Street Refuse Is Much in Evi- 
dence in Analysis. 

These are the ingredients of the “ black 
stuff’’ in the queer snow-storm of Tuesday 
night: 

Street dust. 

Coal ashes, 

Oat straw. 

Cigar ashes. 

Cigaret filling. 

Sand and lime mortar. 

Particles of brick. 

Particles of stone. 

Particle of horseshoe, 

Particle of diamond dust. 

sake sand. 

One short hair. 

Flakes of soot. 

This is what Dickman & Mackenzie, an- 
alyticalchemists,No. 1224 Rookery Building, 
found in a spoonful of the maiter gathered 
in the city and’suburbs. The theory now is 
it Was a plain dust and snow storm. 

The high wind formed whirlwinds, which 
gathered up the dirt from the streets and 
housetops. Afterward it fell with the snow. 
The farther into the country the storm went 
the more noticeable was the absence of dust 
containing city street refuse. Such storms 
have happened before from the same cause. 
Whatever may have taken place outside 
Chicago, the local storm was largely com- 
posed of local dust. 

Chief Moore of thé Weather Bureau sent 
out from Washington, D. C., his idea of what 
the phenomenona might be. He said: 

‘The black snow that has lately fallen in 
Chicago and the northwest is entirely simi- 
lar to the great fall of January, 1885, the 
nature of which was thoroughly investi- 
gated by the Weather Bureau at that time. 
Notwithstanding the theoretical suggestion 
that the black deposit of last January might 
have come from beyond the earth and might 
be meteoric or cometic, or might even be the 
voleanic dust from Alaska or Japan, careful 
investigation showed it was due to none of 
these causes. 

* On the contrary. microscopic exami- 
nation proved the. black deposit contained 
about 4 per cent of the most delicate organic 
structures, such as diatoms and spores, and 
about 6 per cent of the finest possible inorgan- 
ic matter, such as makes up the ordinary 
finesill and claybsoils. All this fine material 
is easily caught up by the dry winds when- 
ever they exceed twenty miles an hour and is 
carried to great distances before it has time 
and opportunity to settle on the ground.”’ 


COLD SNAP THROUGHOUT THE STATE 


Snow and Wind Storms with the Mer- 
ecury Hovering Near Zero. 
Special dispatches to THE TRIBUNE report 
a cold snap throughout Illinois yesterday. 
In many places there were high winds and 
the air was filled with dust or snow. The 
mercury hovered about the zero mark every- 
where. Following is a brief summary of 

local conditions: 

At Virginia the mercury dropped 40°; at 
Warsaw the ice in the Mississippi is blocked 
for the third time this season: at Belvidere 
there is heavy fall of snow and intense cold: 
at Paxton a heavy wind, 2° below zero: at 
Clay City a blizzard raged all day; at Ar- 
cola, at 8 p. -m. the mercury registered lower 
than on any other day this winter: at Mi- 
nonk, 10° below zero, with a northwestern 
wind; at Paris, a biizzard and a fall of 40° in 
temperature. 


Reports from Other States. 


Indiana—At Wabash the mercury is below 
zero and there is a gale. There is snow 
erough on the ground to protect the wheat. 
At Winamac a blizzard of intense severity 
prevailed. Snow and sand filled the air. 
At Valparaiso two inches of black snow fell, 
mércury 8° below zero. 

Wisconsin—At Beloit, 15° below zero, air 
filled with drifting snow. At Kewaunee mer- 
eury below zero, with wind and snow. At

STATE FAILS TO MAKE*A CASE. 
Libel Suit Against the City Editor of 
the Post-Dispatch Is Dismissed. 

St. Louis, Mo., Feb. 19.—[Special.}]—Charles 
E. Chapin, city editor of the Post-Dispatch, 
who has been on trial in the Court of Criminal 
Correction for two days on a charge of crim- 
inal libel, was discharged this morning by 
Judge James T. Neville, who held that the 
State had not made a case against the de- 
fendant. Judge Neville sustained a demur- 
rer to the State’s case, based on the legal 
point that the express malice necessary fora 
conviction where public officials are alleged 
to have been libeled by newspapers, was not 
established. The court held it was necessary 
for the State to go further than prove the al- 
legations untrue when they were printed in 
good faith in criticism of the acts of public 
officials, and hence threw the case out of 
court without giving the jury an opportunity 
to hear the evidence.

BUSINESS IS MIXED UP. 


TWO BANKING HOUSES OF THE KOP- 
PERLS PRACTICALLY ONE, 


Investigation Shows How Deposits 

| at the Canal Street Concern Were 
Transferred to the Washington 
Street Bank and Checks Taken In 
at One Place Were Sent to the Other 
~—Mrs. A. Kopperl to Be Produced in 
Court This Morning. 


The investigation of the affairs of the 
Kopperl banks was resumed yesterday 
morning in the County Court. J. L Kop- 
perl, proprietor of the Washington street 
bank, was to have been examined with some 
of his employés, and although Mr. Kopperl 
was in court to answer toa citation, his ex- 
amination was deferred while the affairs of 
the bank of his father, A. Kopperl, in Canal 
Street were inquired into. 

Teller Julius Jaffe was further questioned 
and the books of the Canal street bank were 
placed before him. The most important fact 
brought out was that the dc posits received 
at the Canal street bank were sent to the 
bank of the younger Kopper!l and the busi- 
ness of the two was so intertwined they were 
practically one. Checks taken in at one of 
the banks were sent to the other and when 
Statements of account were sent to custom- 
ers they were sometinies on the bill head of 
the Canal street concern and often on the 
Stationery of the other. There was nothing 
in Jaffe’s testimony which disclosed any 
assets of the Canal street bank in addition 


~ to what was found Tuesday. 


Assets and Liabilities. 

J. I. Kopperl testified concerning the con- 
dition of his bank and the figures he gave in- 
dicated assets of $44,000 and liabilities of 

6,000. The banker said he was sure when 
the affairs of the bank were settled the as- 
sets would be found to exceed the liabilities, 
leaving room for shrinkage of the latter by 
$12,000. 

The banker said wheh he finished business 
on Friday last and turned the bank over to 
the assignee there was $1,400 in American 
money in the drawers and $300 in foreign 
money. He said he had $2,200 credited in 
other banks, $17,000 in notes, most of which 
are good, and open accounts of from $5,000 
to $6,000. The fixtures are worth $5,000 
or $6,0000, or at least they cost that much, 
and the banker said he is the owner of real 
estate in Savannah, Ga., worth $7,000. He 
is also the owner, he said, of a lot on Four- 
teenth street on the West Side worth about 
$5,000. As to liabilities the banker said he 
owes between $18,000 and $19,000 to deposit- 
ors and in the savings department there is 
about $900 due to depositors. There is also 
a $2,600 certificate of deposit due to William 
Schreiber which is not yet due but is a lia- 
bility of the bank. 


How Much Money He Took. 

While the examination was in progress 
Kopperl’s attorney, Mr. Hirschl, asked 
him how much money he had on his person 
when he walked out of the bank leaving the 
assignee in charge. The object of the ques- 
tion was to bring out that the banker left 
$1,700 in the place and went away with $2.30 
in his pocket. Attorney Austrian, who was 
conducting the examination for the credit- 
ors, objected and would not allow the wit- 
ness to answer. Mr. Hirschl then directed 
his client not to answer any more questions 
and Kopperl left the witness chair. 

At the afternoon session, when Judge Car- 
ter opened court, Attorney Austrian asked 
that J. Il. Kopperl be compelled to tell the 
whereabouts of Mrs. A. Kopperl, his mother. 
There was an argument before the court and 
the latter directed the banker to answer. 
The attorneys and witnesses then adjourned 
to the jury room where the investigation had 
been conducted in the forenoon, and Kopperl 
said Mrs. A. Kopperl was stopping with 
friends in the city. He promised to bring 
her into court this morning. The banker said 
his father was in Galveston, Tex., where he 
went over a week ago to visit friends. . Mrs. 
Kopperl will be examined this morning. 


Relations of the Two Banks. 

Kopperl was then examined further con- 
cérning the affairs of his own bank. Julius 
Jaffe, teller of the Canal street bank, had 
said one of the principal assets of that bank 
was a claim for $13,000 against the bank, ef 
J. I. Kopperl. The latter, when questioned 
about the relations of the two banks, said 
A. Kopperl! had an individual account in his 
bank .gnd the Canal street bank also had an 
account. The witness said when the ac- 
counts are squared the Washington street 
bank would owe the Canal street concern 
about $5,000 and reduce by that amount the 
assets of the Canal street bank. 

Kopperl said the capital of his bank was 
nominally $40,000, but the actual paid in cap- 
ital was $25,000. He had always told depos- 
itors and others his capital was $25,000. His 
bank was never examined by the State au- 
thorities, but it was inspected by the clear- 
ing house about a year ago and the report 
was very favorable. Kopperl produced a 
statement made at the beginning of this 
month and it showed nominal assets of 
$83,000 and liabilities of $40,000. He said 
since 1892 he had drawn from his bank only 
$5,880 for his own use. He had lived on 
that amount, he said, and of late had drawn 
only $10 a week for his expenses. Kopper!l 
was permitted to answer the question of his 
attorney how much money he had when the 
assignment was made. He said that out of 
the cash which was in the money drawers, 
about $1,700, he took $5, and when thé deed 
of assignment was signed he had $2.30 of this 
left. 

The examination will be resumed this 
morning.

Albert W. Vanwinkle, 
the attorney for the assignee, attributes the 
failure to dull trade and inability to collect 
outstanding accounts. The assets are large, 
consisting of merchandise, bills receivable, 
and outstanding accounts. The attorney for 
the firm said that he could not give a definite 
statement of the liabilities and assets until 
an inventory had been made.

Liabilities, $57,388; nominal assets, $48,793;

WILLIAMS MEN NEED NO WATCHING, 


Students Adopt the Honer System and 
Will Enforce It. 

Williamstown, Mass., Feb. 17.—[Special 
Correspondence.}—After much _ discussion 
111 men of Williams College held a meeting 
tonight and by a vote of 9 to 21 adopted an 
honor system. The measure was thus passed 
by about one-fourth of the college. The 
constitution reads as follows: 

“Art. 1, Sec. I1—Each student must, in 
order to make his examination valid, sign 
the following declaration: ‘ I have neither 
given nor received aid in this examination.’ ”’ 

The document then defines fraud as either 
giving or receiving assistance orally or by 
means of any writing or printing; asks the 
faculty to dispense with proctors at exam- 
inations, but permits the tutor to be present 
or not, as he pleases; asks to have the papers 
sulted to one hour preliminary and three 
hour final examinations, and leaves the stu- 
dents absolutely free during the examina- 
tion period to talk as they please, having 
regard only to the rights of others. 

It then provides for the election of a stu- 
dent committee of ten to try all violations of 
its provisions, eight votes being necessary 
for conviction. Offenses are penalized as 
follows: 

First—In case of fraud by a member of 
senior or junior or sophomore class, the 
penalty shall be a recommendation to the 
faculty of his separation from college. Sec- 
ond—In case of fraud by a member of the 
freshman class the penalty shall be recom- 
mendation of suspension for a time deter- 
mined by the committee.

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THE SILVER DEBATE IN THE HOUSE. 

On the 28th of last December the House 
passed a bill authorizing the sale of 3 per 
eent bonds to the amount of 100 millions 
to replenish the gold reserve. The Senate 
refused to concur in that bill and sent back 
to the House in its stead a substitute pro- 
viding for the free coinage of silver at the 
ratio of 16 tol. 

For two weeks the House discussed that 
substitute. But it did no more than thrash 
over the old straw. The best speech was 
the one made by Dalzell of Pennsylvania 
at the close of the debate, in which he 
pointed out that the question before the 
House had not been debated at all by those 
who favored the substitute. 

The only ‘plausible speech on the 16 to 1 
side was made by ex-Speaker Crisp. But 
when boiled down and analyzed what did 
it amount to? What valid, sensible, or 
sound reason did he or any other of the 
twenty or thirty free silverites who spoke on 
that side give for demanding the abandon- 
ment of the gold standard 100-cent dollar 
and the substitution of silver monometallism 
and a 50-cent’dollar? None. Absolutely 
none. 

They did not even admit their motive for 
wanting the change—viz.: to cheat those 
to whom money was due, or to cheat labor- 
ers out of half the value of their daily 
wages by paying them in bad money. None 
of them offered an amendment restricting 
the application of their half-value free 
silver dollars to credit contracts of the 
future—and making all existing agreements 
payable in as valuable money as that which 
was borrowed. Not one of them was able 
to show that with 16 to 1 free silver coinage 
3714 grains of silver could possibly be 
made to have the value of 23% grains of 
gold in this country, nor more than half 
of it. 

None of the free silver orators even tried 
to prove that less than thirty-one or thirty- 
two ounces of silver would buy one ounce of 
gold anywhere in the world. Not one 
of them pointed out any free silver country 
whose dollar or money was worth more than 
in about the ratio of thirty-two ounces of 
silver to one of gold; where it would ex- 
change for more than that in goods, or pay 
more foreign debt than in ratio to gold. 

Many of these silverites reiterated the 
old trash about the “ crime of 1875”; but 
none of them, not even Crisp, confessed 
that “what they deplored was that the 
crime”’ prevented this country from re- 
suming specie.payments in silver only, as 
Mexico did. 

The resumption act went into effect in 
1879. For seventeen years previous to that 
time the standard currency was legal- 
tender, greenbacks, redeemable in coin as 
soon as the government was ready to re- 
deem them on demand. The greenbacks 
were always redeemed or purchased at their 
current value in “ coin,” which meant prac- 
tically only gold up to 1873, silver dollars 
being worth 1 or 2 per cent more than gold 
till then; but neither metal was in common 
circulation. Had not the “ crime” law of 
1873 been passed (unanimously almost) by 
Congress resumption would have taken 
place in silver worth about 92 or 95 cents on 
the dollar in 1879, and gold would never 
have been seen in circulation since then. 
Gold would be at a premium today of 50 
per cent, as it is in Mexico, and in all our 
foreign trade it would take two silver dol- 
lars to pay one gold dollar of debt, as Mexi- 
vo has to pay. 

Everything the farmers purchased would 
cost them twice as many silver dollars as it 
now does gold dollars or currency dollars 
held up to gold. How would that benetit 
them? Ex-Speaker Crisp talked all around 
that important fact, but ignored it and 
dodged it. Why? Because to admit it 
would strand him. 

Ex-Speaker Crisp and the other 16 to 1 
silyerites took no cognizance of the mischief 
their forced silver monometallism would 
inflict on the whole country. They could 
see nothing and think of nothing but the 
benefit they thought they saw would resu!t 
to certain persons if Congress would au- 
thorize them to pay their debts with money 
half as good as that which they received. 

The dishonesty, the scoundrelism of this 
proposition did not appear to arrest their at- 
tention in any degree. It was not a matter 
of the slightest consequence to them. 
Those of their constituents who would be 
cheated, swindled, and robbed they cared 
nothing for. They treated them as per- 
sons without any rights which those who 
had got their property on credit were bound 
to respect. 

The two weeks’ yelping of the 16-to-1-ites 
was for “ cheap money.”” But cheap money 


© 


life. The yawpers ignored that fact. 
Cheap money is bad money for laborers in 
which to be paid their wages for toil. But 
the 16 to 1 yawpers never mentioned that 
fact. Yet they are blarneying the workers 
for their votes to keep such deceptive ras- 
cals in Congress.

But the charlatan 
yawpers kept that fact very carefully out 
of their deceptive speeches. 

The tireless repetition for two weeks of 
the idea that a 50-cent free coinage silver 
dollar was as good or better than a 100-cent 
gold dollar was something amazing. The 
silverites seemed unconscious of this mani- 
fest absurdity. The real reason was they 
were banking on their estimation of the 
fatuous, idiotic stupidity and ignorance of 
their constituents, who they imagined 
believed such nonsense. Bene 

Not one of them recognized that all there 
is honestly to money is what it will ex- 
thange for—what it will buy; that when it 
ceases to have buying value it becomes 
worthless trash; and that when it depre- 
ciates it simply means it becomes worth- 
less to the degree of the depreciation, as 
measured in good, standard, gold money. 

The members from the mountain States 
contended that free coinage would elevate 
the value of silver per ounce in terms of 
gold, Whereas those in the cotton South 
and those west of the Missouri argued for 
“cheap money,” They all want cheaper 
silver money than we have at present, But 

both factions work and vote together in 
both Houses to drain out gold from cur-

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NATIONAL DIVORCE REFORM. 

The fifteenth annual report of the Na- 
tional Divorce Reform League reviews the 
work of the association since it was formed 
in January, 1881. ‘The object of the society 
is an improvement in public sentiment and 
legislation in the-institution of the family, 
especially as affected by existing evils re- 
lating to marriage and divorce. It does not 
impose on its members any conditions of 
religious opinion, and “ has never had the 
slightest internal dissension.” It carefully 
avoids all work that can be done more prop- 
erly by regular societies and agencies, and 
has no formulated set of proposed laws or 
a doctrine of the family to propound, vor 
has it any resolutions to pass or opinions to 
proclaim on the host of good objects in 
which the officers. and members of the 
league may be personally interested. The 
society has investigated the laws of divorce, 
and suggested codperative legislation by the 
States as the most practical plan for much 
needed reform. In at least nine cases out 
of ten the State legislation of the last dozen 
years on these subjects has been in the in- 
terest of improvement. In the legislation 
of 1895 Alabama, Arkansas, and Vermont 
have relieved married women of certain 
disabilities in regard to property and guard- 
ianship. California defines marriage by 
statute, makes fornial celebration of it 
obligatory, and no longer will recognize a 
mere assumption of marital rights without 
it.’ Indiana protects women from fraudu- 
lent marriage in cases where illegitimete 
children result. Kentucky requires ahso- 
lute proof where the defendant in a divorce 
suit fails to appear. 
time of desertion from three years to one, 
Massachusetts legalizes a certain class of 
marriages: if contracted | in good faith. 
Michigan requires the written consent ofa 
parent or guardian to the marriage of a 
female under 18 years of age. New York 
amends its penal code for the protection of 
girls under 1S, and provides for the care of 
children. their legitimacy, and the support 
of the wife in ¢ases of divorce. Nevada 
makes*criminal the circulation of certain 
reports derogatory to women. Oklahoma 
legalizes all divorces hitherto granted by 
its probate courts. North Carolina now 
grants divorce only after two years’ aban- 
donment,. with remarriage to the innocent 
party only, and Pennsylvania has freed its 
marriage license law from some practical 


difficulties. 


THE WISCONSIN LEGISLATURE. 

The Wisconsin Legislature is in session 
now for the purpose of passing an apportion- 
ment law based on the State census taken 
last summer. The Constitution orders that 
such an intermediate census be taken and 
an apportionment made thereon at the first 
regular or spécial session held thereafter. 
The Democrats claim that the present Leg- 
islature cannot act on the subject and that 
the work must be done by the Legislature 
to be elected next November. In that 
event the first election under the enumera- 
tion of 1895 would not take place until the 
fall of 1898, a year and a half prior to the 
taking of the Federal census. 

The Democratic contention is opposed to 
common sense. An apportionment should 
be made as soon as possible after an 
enumeration has been made, so that there 
may be a just representation of all parts of 
the State. .The framers of the Constitu- 
tion of Wisconsin were not silly enough to 
say the first Legislature elected after a 
census was taken, but that the work should 
be done at the first session held after it had 
been taken. . 

The Republicans should go ahead and 
pass their law. The Supreme Court will 
not set it aside because adopted this year 
instead of next. But they will have to be 
careful to draft their measure in such a 
way that it cannot be attacked successfully 
in the courts for other reasons. The Demo- 
crats will take it there as-soon as it be- 
comes a law. The Supreme Court, in the 
decisions in which it declared two Demo- 
eratic gerrymanders unconstitutional two 
years ago, laid down certain rules which 
must be obeyed in making an apnortion- 
ment. If the Legislature violates them its 
work goes for naught. 
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A LAYMAN’S VIEW OF THAT DIRT STORM. 

It should not be necessary to seek an 
abstruse scientifie reason’for the dirt storm 
on Tuesday evening. the scien- 
tists already are speculating gravely upon 
earthquakes, volcanoes, cyclones, and other 
natural convulsions as possible causes of 
what seems to them a phenomenon, where- 
as to the average citizen who has the sense 
of dirt it will not seem extraordinary at all. 

The layman speculating upon the so- 
called dirt storm will at once arrive at the 
conclusion it was siniply a combination of 
wind and dirt. Given the wind, Chicago 
may be relied upon to do the rest. No city 
in the United States, possibly no city in the 
world, has accumulated such a quantity 
and diversity of dirt as Chicago, It bas 
been piling up for more than a year, and 
the Dirt Department of the city ha§S ig- 
nored its existepee. No contractor has 
been informed of it; no scavenger has seen 
it. Its immunity from interference has 
beenabsolute. That its quality is as unique 
as its quantity thousands of citizens can 
testify who have been kindly allowed by the 
Common Council to wade through it to the 
near crossing. If this dirt, however, were 
only mud, ashes, clay, or sand the situation 
would not be so exasperating. Prof, Gar- 
riott and other scientists talk of analyzing 
samples of it. If their scrutiny is thorough 
they will find mud, sand, soot, and grease in 
about equal parts, with remaining percent- 
ages of liquid slops of various kinds, rotten 
vegetation, decayed fish, dead animals, and 
garbage in assorted lots, with traces of old 
hats, shoes, tomato cans, beer bottles, 
bones, remnants of free lunches, honse 
sweepings, manure, sour sawdust, and mi- 
The strata differ in depth in vari- 
ous sections of the city. On some parts of 
the lake shore they are from six to eight 
feet deep. In some alleys the accumula- 
tions reach to the tops of the fences. On 
some of the most public streets they are 
three or four feet deep. On one of the most 
public street corners of the city two gar- 
bage boxes have been filled, five or six bar- 
rels are running over, and for weeks past 
garbage of the filthiest description has been 
heaped upon the gutters and on the side- 
walk until now there is a stinking pile. four 
or five feet high. 

Thus whenever nature is kind enough to 
furnish tthe wind Chicago can furnish the 
dirt, and more kinds of it than any other 
city. Local storms of this kind are not un- 
common indeed. There are neighborhood 
dirt storms, Lake-Front dirt storms, ward 
dirt storms, even house dirt storms, vary- 
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ing in iptensity with the industry of people |

in accumulating and the neglect of seav- 
engers in collecting the filth, Irom now 
until summer of course the distribution of 
dirt will increase with the increasing spring 
gales. During the summer months stench 
will be added to the storms. If through 
some extraordinary effort of nature suf- 
ficient wind can be furnished, there is every 
reason to expect not only many more storms 
of sand, ashes, and soot, but drenching and 
dangerous downpours of garbage, tin cans. 
old boots, and dead cats. The little dirt 
storm of Tuesday is probably only the fore- 
runner of some phenomenal tempests in 
the same line. This explanation may not 
be scientific, but it will be satisfactory to 
people who are sensitive to dirt and know 
it when they see it. 
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DIXIE IN CHICAGO. 

It is but a’short time ago that a Chicago 
delegation, acéompanied by the First Regi- 
ment of National Guards, visited the At- 
lanta exposition, and also invaded Nash- 
ville, Augusta, Savannah, , Chattanooga, 
and Charleston, bent upon pleasure, busi- 
ness, and fraternal sentiment. The history 
of that famous visit already has been writ- 
ten. It had its origin in the gun fired at 
Oakwoods, which was heard all round the 
South. It was eminently satisfactory in all 
its details. It brought North and South to- 
gether more conspicuously than upon any 
other occasion since the war. It developed 
friendly sentiment, removed many sectional 
prejudices, and prepared the way for closer 
business relations between Chicago and 
these Southern cities. 

The Atlanta exposition was the nucleus 
of that visit and Chicago day was one of its 
chief distinguishing features. Now some 
of the leading officials of that exposition, to- 
gether with over 150 prominent men from 
Georgia, Alabama, South Carolina, Missis- 
sippi, Kentucky, Tennessee, and Texas are 
here in the interests of the Chicago and 
Southern States Exposition, to be held in 
this city for the purpose of encouraging 
Closer trade relations between the West 
and the South. The first idea of the forth- 
coming exposition was to make an exhibit 
of cotton and Cotton products. Now the 
idea has been extended to include other 
products and show what great resources the 
Southern States have in iron, wood, mar- 
ble, and raw materials, as well as to break 
down the railroad barriers and unfortunate 
discriminations which have heretofore ex- 
Kx-Senator Walsh of Augusta, a 


isted., 


hustling representative of that city, pre- 


sents the situation from the Southern points 
of view in the following enthusiastic maa- 
ner: 

It was the South’s mistake not to be represented 
adequately at the World’s Fair. Some of the 
States repeated the error at the Atlanta exposi- 
tion. These have Atlanta's fair 
was a wonderful exposition of Southern resources, 
and those represented there are all anxious to come 
to Chicago. The States which have been slow in 
the past are now more anxious than the others to 
show what they have in them and can do, Thus 
the South is a unit for this enterprise. 

The visit of the First Regiment to the 
South and its splendid reception will be re- 
paid by the Southern militia, which pro- 
poses to invade Chicago in force during the 
exposition period, That. it will meet with 
an equally enthusiastic reception here goes 
without saying.

LAKE STREET “L” CASE ARGUED. 
Contention on the Question of Federal 

or State Jurisdiction. 

Noble B. Judah opened the argument in 
the Lake Street ‘‘L”’ litigation yesterday 
morning, representing the Northern Trust 
company, the owner of 6,500 of the Lake 
Street *“‘L”’ bonds. He insisted his client 
was a necessary and indispensable party to 
the suit.

Judge Grosscup, interrupting, said he 
would be glad to hear anything counsel had 
to say in disapproval of the asserted consti- 
tutional right of a citizen of a foreign State 
to come into his forum, a United States 
court. Mr. Judah, in reply, held the ques- 
tion was answered in the recognition by the 
other side of the jurisdiction of the State 
court. 

William Burry, for the Farmers’ Loan and 
Trust company, said the company was not 
a party to the bill by allegation. He assert- 
ed that the whole purpose of the Lake Street 
people was to force the Farmers’ company 
out of its trusteeship. The American Trust 
and Savings Bank, he held, was favorable 
to the railway company, and should it as- 
sume the entire trusteeship there would be 
no foreclosure.

HOW TO GET OUT THE MILLIONS, 


Subject Discussed at the Review Club 
Luncheon. 

The Review club at its luncheon yester- 
day discussed how to get “‘ that extra $400,- 
000,000 into circulation most safely and 
speedily.’’ Fifty members of the club had 
assembled with Secretary J. P. Byrne as 
chief spokesman. 

Jesse Cox had plans all his own for the 
speedy absorption of the money. He be- 
lieved the United States Government ought 
to convert itself into a sort of kindergarten 
association and take the army of the unem- 
ployed as its pupils. The government could 
select its ground and arrange its prize ring 
rules. But it should take its idle millions 
and buy implements—manufacturing, agri- 
cultural, and educational—and set the un- 
employed to:-work. It was not exactly to be 
a gift enterprise, but a sort of loan trust 
concern. Mr. Cox said the criminals come 
from the ranks of the unemployed. And he 
made every one shivér by refemwing to the 
unsafe condition of Chicago streets for the 
respectable citizen either night or day. 

C. B. Evans thought this government had 
gone beyond the paternal state and did not 
Wish to go back intoit. ‘‘ We have gone too 
far and become too democratic for such a 
Step to be practical,’’ he said. 

The chief suggestion brought out by Mr 
Evans was the need of more confidence on 
the part of people in general and of indi- 
vidual enterprise in particular, ‘A/ man is 
afraid at present to bargain for 100 bales of 
cotton,”’ said he, “ before consulting the 
state of the government and finding out what 
it intends to do. Business-men make busi- 
ness, not the government.” 

Mr. Evans was in favor of Congress de- 
claring by resolution all of the debts of the 
United States be made payable in gold coin 
or its equivalent. This he believed would 
raise the standard of this country both at 
home and with foreign countries.

EVIDENCE IN GARFIELD TRACK CASE 


Prosecution Closes and Defense Be- 
gins Its ‘Testimony. 

The trial of the suit of Judge Lambert 
Tree against Michael C. McDonald to en- 
force payment of rent for the Garfield race 
track was resumed yesterday morning,in 
Judge Burke’s court. McDonald was ac- 
companied in court by George and Albert 
Hankins, John Condon, and others who were 
connected with the Garfield races, and Judge 
Tree sat beside his counsel, ex-Justice Shope 
and Mr. Moore. 

McDonald guaranteed the payment of the 
rent of the race track property, and he has 
set up the defense that the lease is invalid 
for the reason the property was rented for 
gambling purposes. 

Charies F. Gray, an attorney, identified 
the lease which is the basis of the suit. 

Howard G. Gray, a son of the first witness, 
who is employed in the office of the plaintiff, 
said the amount due, principal and interest, 
up to the present time is $39,234. 

George B. Hankins was called as the first 
witness for the defense, and he told the jury 
he and his brother, Al Hankins, and John 
Condon, and George E. Newberry went to 
see Mr. Tree and told him they désired to 
rent the race track property, and a lease for 
a little over four years was agreed upon. 
Then the conversation turned upon the sub- 
ject of what the lessees proposed to do at 
the track. 

““I told Mr. Tree,” said the witness, “ we 
would make improvements to the amount 
of $100,000 and would build a fine club-house 
before the World’s Fair. He asked if there 
would be gambling in the club-house, and 
we said that there would be no more gam- 
bling than at any other club. I told him the 
foreign book would ba run under the grand- 
stand, and notin the club-house. He asked 
me what the foreign book was, and I ex- 
plained it was a book made on races run on 
foreign tracks. 

“Judge Tree-said while Corrigan had the 
track there was a great deal of trouble. and 
he asked us if there would be any trouble 
at the track if we took it. I told him while 
the races were in progress at the track the 
pool-rooms down-town in which we were in- 
terested would be closed. A good deal of 
the trouble while Corrigan was lessee of the 
track was caused by the fact that the pool- 
rooms were not closed. I told Judge Tree 
that.’”’ 

Albert Hankins followed his brother, 
George. He was not a good.witness, for, al- 
though the story he told was the same 
practically as that of his brother, Attorney 
Jenks had a good deal of trouble and was 
compelled to ask many leading questions. 

John Condon was called next, and he gave 
his version of the conversation in the office 
of Judge Tree. He said Judge Tree asked 
them, when he was told that among the im- 
provements at the track would be a club- 
house, if they proposed to start a Monte 
Carlo. ‘*We told him.” said Condon, ** we 
did not intend to have gambling, except 
betting on races.”’ , 

Condon was on the witness stand when 
court adjourned to this morning.

SENATOR CARTER’S ATTEMPT IS 
MERE SUBTERFUGE. 


Plotion Made to Reconsider the House 
Revenue Measure in the Senate Is 
Intended Only to Mislead Montana 
‘Constituents Who Have Been Clam- 
oring for Protection—Other Lesis- 
lators Have Given Up Hope—Other 
News from the National Capital. 


Washington, D. C., Feb. 19.—{Special.J— 
Senator Tom Carter of Montana, who made 
the motion to recommit the tariff bill to the 
Finance committee, is one of the four far 
Western silver Senators who voted against 
taking up the measure at all. He proposes 
to deliver a speech on the subject next week, 
put the Republican leaders in the Senate 
have but little hope of passing the bill. They 
say that Carter's action is the merest kind of 
a subterfuge, and is intended to deceive the 
Republican voters of Montana. 

Senator Teller is the only one of the four 
who confesses frankly that his sole purpose 
4n opposing the measure is to deprive the 
Treasufy of revenue, prevent the piling up 
of the greenbacks, and therefore make it dif- 
ficult to maintain the gold reserve. It is 
said that since their action last week all of 
them, the two Montana Senators especially, 
heave been receiving indignant protests from 
their constituents, asking for an explana- 


tion of their action. 

Montana has many valuable silver mines, 
but they are concentrated in comparatively 
few hands, while most of the farmers in the 
State are directly interested in sheep-breed- 
ing. Canter and Mantle are therefore mak- 
ing a desperate effort to convince their peo- 
ple that they voted against the tariff bill be- 
cause it did not put duty enough on wool. 

It is a well-known fact to every member 
of the Senate that the quartet of free coin- 
age Senators held up the tariff bill solely in 
the interest of the silver movement. They 
voted against a measure which would have 
restored 60 per cent of the McKinley duties 
on raw wool, and now they are attempting 
to justify their action by asserting that this 
was not enough, and that the Eastern manu- 

-facturers were being benefited more than 
the Western wool-growers. The six Repub- 
lican members of the Financial committee, 
after a careful consideration of the tariff 
bill, decided that it would be possible to get 
it through the Senate only by keeping it in 
its original form and shutting out all amend- 
ments. 

They had received assurances from Presi- 
‘dent Cleveland direct that if the tariff bill 
were passed by both Houses as a purely 
revenue measure, and no amendments were 
made looking to the specific protection of 
particular interests, he would allow it to be- 
come a law, but otherwise, if it were turned 
into a confessedly protective measure, he 
would be compelled to veto it. Carter and 
Mantle, as well as Dubois of Idaho, knew 
this perfectly well, and yet when the test 
came they sacrificed the interests of the 
sheep men to their friends, the big bonanza 
silver miners. 

The Republican leaders in the Senate have 
but little confidence in the action of the four 
silver Senators, who voted against even con- 
sidering: the tariff bill, and who are now at- 
tempting to square themselves with their 
constituents by post-mortem protestations 
of undying loyalty to the poorfarmer. Sen- 
ator Teller has taken the same tack, and now 
professes to be working only for a higher 
duty on raw wool, but in private conversa- 
tion he has repeatedly declared with the ut- 
most frankness that his sole purpose was 
to embarrass the Treasury, and make it as 
difficult as possible to pay the obligations 
of the government in gold.

“TEXAS STEERS” 


Members from the Lone Star Delega- 
tion in Pursuit of Cold Tea. 

Washington, D. C., Feb. 19.—{Special.]— 
Nothing can exceed the pompous, ponderous, 
and premeditated manner in which a brace 
of “ Texas steers’ in the House of Repre- 
sentatives go about getting their daily modi- 
cum of Congressional cold tea in the res- 
taurant of the Capitol. 

At seeing these two old chaps with their 
heads together engaged apparently in the 
most portentous conversation, a casual be- 
holder would jump at the conciusion they 
were discussing grave questions of public 
policy or statesmanship in the highest de- 
gree. But it is nothing of the sort. The 
Texas Congressmen are merely sparring 
with each other for the much-desired invita- 
tion to go below and liquor. 

Finally one of them, with great delibera- 
tion, rises from his chair and makes for the 
cloak-room, only to be followed a second 
later by his colleague. Affer putting on their 
overcoats and broad-brimmed felt hats, these 
two statesmen proceed with great care and 
caution in single file to the restaurant below 
for the purpose of wetting their whistles. 
When they are noticed coming along the 
corridor on their way to the restaurant near- 
ly all the old-timers about the Capitol give 
them plenty of elbow room, and indulge in 
Suggestive notes and grimaces as to the 
destination of the Texas steers. 

Charlie Hoyt must have had these two 
Statesmen in his mind’s eye when he wrote 
his famous travesty on political methods of 
the United States, for the exact counter- 
parts of the Texas Congressmen are shown 
on the stage by. the committeemen sent to 
investigate the'@oings of Maverick Brander 
at Washington. In fact, so close was the 
delineation of the typical Texan in Hoyt's 
play that one of the Congressmen in ques 
tion after attending the performance at the 
National Theater in this ¢ity became ir- 
‘dignant that the mirror had been held up 
80 true to nature.

MARQUETTE’S STATUE IS IN PLACE. 


Wisconsin's Gift to the Nation Nearly 
, Ready for Unveiling. 

Washington, D. C.. Feb. 19.—[{Special. ]— 
Wisconsin’s contribution to the National 
Pantheon, a heroic statue of Pére Marquette, 
is being placed in position in Statuary hali, 
at the Capitol, preparatory to being un- 
veiled within the next week or ten days. 
This statue was accepted by a special act uf 
Congress as one of two famous men from 
Wisconsin deemed worthy of a place at the 
National Capitol. Sig. Trentavona of Mil- 
waukee, who made the Statue, superintended 
its being placed in position. Upon a base of 
rose granite is placed a white Carrara marble 
figure of the famous Jesuit, and in his right 
hand a copy of the first map of Wisconsin, 
the original having been -drawn by Mar- 
quette. Attired in* priestly robes, with a 
crucifix at his belt and a rosary in his lert 
hand, the statue of Pére Marquette will at- 
tract a great deal of attention from its fidel- 
ity to the commonly accepted pictures of this 
pioneer priest. The pointéd beard is con- 
spicuous, and the bared head shows a noble 
brow above the kindly eyes and trulyggreat 
face. At the unveiling ceremonies it is the 
intention to have Cardinals Gibbons and 
Satolli make addresses, in addition to those 
expected from the members of the Congres- 
sional. delegation from Wisconsin. Invita- 
tions have also been extended to the French 
and Italian Ambassadors.

WHERE LIGHTNING MAY STRIKE. 


Capitol Guides Grow Rich Pointing 
Out Presidential Aspirants. 

Washington, D. C., Feb. 19.—[Special.}— 
Official guides at the Capitol say that the 
approach of the Presidential nominations 
has been a perfeet bonanza for their business 
owing to the large crop of candidates in Con- 
gress, especially in the Senate wing, and the 
consequent desire of straggling visitors to 
have pointed out to them the men who may 
under certain circumstances lead the two 
parties next November. 

Speaker Reed is a striking personality of 
his own accord outside of the position he 
holds, and visitors always want to see him 
as he sits in his chair behind the big marble 
desk, but the House of Representatives is 
so large and the Speaker so far away from 
the galleries that the curiosity of visitors is 
far from being satisfied, 

In the Senate, however, the guides fairly 
run riot with déscriptions of the different 
men who are mentioned as Presidential or 
Vice-Presidential candidates. Vice-Presi- 
dent Stevenson is, of course, alWays noted 
as a possible successor to Mr. Cleveland, 
while the floor of the Senate is so filled with 
candidates that one can easily imagine ita 
perfect forest of lightning rods. The guides 
always point out Culiom as ‘** That man on 
the front row, who looks like the pictures of 
Lincoln,’”’ and then they turn to Allison as 
“The handsome man with the fine hair and 
whiskers just off the center aisle.’’ Steve 
Elkins of West Virginia looms up from the 
back row with his broad, ruddy, smooth- 
shaven face, while Cushman K. Davis of 
Minnesota is pointed out in his immediate 
Vicinity. 

Somehow there seems to be a particular 
desire to see Matt Quay, and according to 
the guides every spectator is disappointed 
in regard to his personal appearance, as he 
is a much smaller man than any of his Presi- 
dentially aspiring colleagues. During the 
last few days ex-Senator Manderson has 
been about the Senate more or less and has 
supplied additional food for thought to the 
Presidentmakers in the gallery. 

Senator Teller is never forgotten as being 
a possibility in case the Far Western silver 
men should decide to flock in a corner by 
themselves. 

On the Democratic side of the Chamber 
Hill’s chances are sufficiently bright to war- 
rant the guides in piling him up with the 
other Presidential cordwood, and with him 
are associated almost invariably Senator 
Vilas of Wisconsin, because of his intimate 
relations with President Cleveland, while 
Brice, with his redundant hair and his éver- 
present red carnation, is pointed out as a 
man who might take a notion to purchase 
the ‘empty honor of a Democratic nomina- 
tion for the Presidency. 

In addition to these there is Allen, the Ne- 
braska Populist, who hopes to be the stand- 
ard-bearer of the third party men, and is ac- 
cordingly hated and despised by his rival 
from North Carolina, Marion Butler, as well 
as by Tillman of South Carolina, who, al- 
though nominally a Democrat, is generally 
expected to break away from the party after 
the Chicago convention. 

The guides are so filled up with Presiden- 
tial information and the visitors are so over- 
whelmed with the superabundance of mate- 
rial on the floor that a new attraction has 
been added in the deliberate pointing out as 
positive curiosities of six men in the Senate— 
Nelson of Minnesota, Mantle of Montana, 
Jones of Nevada, Sewell of New Jersey, Gal- 
linger of New Hampshire, and MeMillan of 
Michigan, who can by no possibility land in 
the White House because of the fact that 
born outside of the United 
States, although the last two barely es- 
caped, as they first saw the ‘light across the 
line in the Dominion of Canada. 


HAVE LONG TERMS OF SERVICE. 


Allison, Wellington, and Money Al- 
ready Chosen as Senators. 
Washington, D. C., Feb. 19.—[Special. ]}— 
Three members of the present Congress are 
exceptionally well “ fixed” for long future 
service at the National Capital. Two of 
them are assured of seven years and one 
month of continuous service in the National 
Legislature. One of these two is also in 
danger of being struck by “ Presidential 

lightning.” 

‘The latter is Senator William B. Allison 
Qf lowa; the other is Representative George 
lL. Wellington of Maryland. Both have 
been elected for terms in the United States 
Senate to begin thirteen months hence. 
Senator Allison’s present term runs until 
March 3, 1897, yet he has already been 
elected for another fu!l six-year term, be- 
ginning on the date of the expiration of his 
present term. Representative Wellington 
has still one year and one month to serve 
in the House of Representatives, and at the 
close of his term in the Lower House he will 
walk over to the other end of the Capitol 
and begin a six-year term as a member of 
the higher branch of Congress.. , 

The third gentleman who is enjoying such 
unusual anticipations, to be realized only in 
the distant future, is Hernando De Soto 
Money, now the Representative in Congress 
from the Fourth Mississippi District. His 
present term as Representative continues 
till March 3, 1897, but he has already se- 
cured election for a six-year term in the 
United States Senate, the commencement 
of which, however, is three years an‘l one 
month distant. The reason for this elec- 
tion so far in advance is that the sessions 
of the Legislature of Mississippi are four 
years apart, and to provide for the suc- 
cession to Senator James Z. George, in 1899, 
the Legislature for the State a few days ago 
conferred upon Mr. Money the honor of 
a prospective promotion to the United 
States Senate, the appointment to.take effect 
about thirty-seven months after its date. 

Representative Wellington has been so 
extensively advertised as the “ first Repub- 
lican Senator from Maryland” that many 
of his constitutents suppose he is now 
actually sitting in the Senate and scores of 
letters have been forwarded to him as 
“ Senator ’’ Wellington. The Postmaster of 
the Senate, Mr. Dobbin, who comprehends 
the situation, simply forwards such let- 
ters to the House of Representatives to 
‘Senator Wellington that-is-to-be.”’ 

Another somewhat similar instance of 
‘“previousness’”’ is that mail matter has 
been coming to the United States Senate 
Postoffice addressed to Col Henry A. 
Dupont. This, however, is not so far in 
advance as are the letters to “ Senator” 
Wellington, because there is likely soon to 
be a *‘ Senator Dupont.”

GRANITE FOR THE NEW POSTOFFICE 


Aldrich Urges Its Use Upon the Super- 
vising Architect. 

Washington, D. C., Feb. 19.—{Special.]— 
Representative Aldrich was among the early 
callers at the Treasury Department this 
forenoon, closing up matters preparatory to 
a trip to Chicago. One of the first placed 
visited was the office of the Supervising 
Architect of the Treasury, with whom Mr. 
Aldrich discussed the proposed special archi- 
tect commission bill pending before Con- 


gress. 

This bill had been sent to the Treasury 
Department by the Committee on Public 
Buildings and Grounds, with a view to hav- 
ing Supervising Architect Aiken and the 
Secretary of the Treasury make such sug- 
gestions or amendments as they might deem 
necessary. A number of improvements in 
the bill were discussed, and Mr. Aldrich felt 
encouraged over the prospects of putting the 
bill through the Fifty-fourth Congress after 
it had been made acceptable to the officials 
at the Treasury Department. 

Incidentally Mr. Aldrich talked over the 
affairs of the Chicago public building and 
impressed upon the Supervising Architect 
the necessity for having granite used in the 
exterior construction of the new building. 
In support of this suggestion the Chicago 
Congressman submitted a number of com- 
munications which he had received from 
architects, builders, and’® business-men of 
Chicago all favoring granite as the materia! 
for the public building, principally on ac- 
count of its durability and imposing appear- 
ance. 

While the Supervising Architect did n 
commit himself definitely upon the sakoeet, 
he seemed favorably disposed toward the 
suggestion made by Mr. Aldrich.

deficiency bill Director-General George ¥ 
Davis of the World’s Fair won a decid 
victory in regard to the preparation for the 
publication of his report. The section of the 
appropriation bill, which has now passed 
both Houses, after allowing him $18,006 for 
the work, provides that the original manu- 
script of the report and all illustrations, 
diagrams, and plans, incorporated in it in 
addition to all plates and negatives of photo- 
graphs in the hands of the Director-General, 
shall be by him deposited with the Joint 
Committee on Printing. 

This disposes absolutely of the claim made 

by President Palmer and the Board of Con- 
trol of the National Commission that the Di- 
rector-General’s report should be submitted 
to them. It is a substantial victory for Col. 
Davis, for, while he had no objection to hav- 
ing the report pass through the hands of the 
National Commission, he did object to 
have it altered or amended in any way. In 
future appropriation bills provision will 
be made specifically for having the report 
of Mrs. Palmer as President of the Woman's 
Board, together with other official reports, 
gv direct to the Joint Committee on Print- 
ing. 
This is deemed to be a satisfactory sdolu- 
tion of the difficulty, and while itis a defeat 
for the Board of Control it will insure the 
publication of the reports as they were writ- 
ten by the executive officers who did the 
work of the Columbian Exposition. 


PROFOUND ARGUMENT OVER DUPONT 


All the Constitutional Authorities in 
the Senate to Be Meard. 

Washington, D. C., Feb. 19.—[{Special.]— 
When the Dupont case finally comes up in 
the Senate there is liable to be one of the 
most exhaustive constitutional debates ever 
heard in that body. The right of Col. Du- 
pont to his seat rests on the question whether 
or not William T. Watson, who was elected 
as a Senator, and became Governor by the 
death of the Chief Executive of Delaware, 
had the right to hold the two offices at once. 
The Republican argument goes back to the 
old common law of England, and discusses 
the question of what are “ incompatible” 
offices. According to the British decisions 
offices were incompatible unless they could 
be exercised properly at the same time, 
which was manifestly not the case in Dela- 
ware, for a man could not possibly sign a 
bill as Speaker of the Senate and approve 
it as Governor as well. There will be an 
argument in the Senate on what constitutes 
a constitutional vacancy: It isadmitted that 
the Legislature of each State is the sole 
judge of the qualifications of its members, 
but the Republicans deny that a Legislature 
itself has any right to filla manifest vacancy 
in its membership, for if that were admitted 
a Senate in any State having 100 members 
might suddenly declare that it should have 
110, and fill the vacant seats. This would 
speedily settle the question in Kentucky, 
for instance, and so the United States Sen- 
ate will assume to decide whether or not 
Watson’s assumption of the office of Gov- 
ernor created a vacancy. If it did, Dupont 
was elected, if it did not he secured only 
half the vote of the joint Assembly, and 
lacked one of the necessary majority. 

All the big constitutional lawyers in the 
Senate are preparing to make speeches on 
the Dupont case, and asit will create a prece- 
dent its decision is looked for with the ut- 
most interest. As the parties now are in the 
Senate the seating of Dupont makes no dif- 
ference in the Republican strength, and he 


cannot be given his seat without the vote of | 


one or more of the third party men.

At the first meeting of the association after 
the war, which was not until 1889, there was 
an experience meeting and some interesting 
result. Maj. A. C. Richards, 
of Metropolitan 
Police, gave his impressions of the early 


| GOs in the following language: 


** Violence, bloodshed, and war’s alarms 
were about to burst upon our land with all 
the fury of civil war; men met and spoke 
with bated breath: neighbor suspected 
neighbor; and social chaos prevailed. Then 
it was not safe for an avowed Republican to 
appear on the streets of Washington. A man 
suspected of Republican proclivities even 
was avoided, proscribed, and despised by the 
mass of citizens. It was a serious and mo- 
mentous question whether the President- 
elect could be peaceably and successfully 
inaugurated March 4, 1861. It seems mar- 
velously strange and unnatural now in the 
light of the past that any man or set of men 
could have even in those days contemplate! 
violent resistance to the inauguration as 
President of that grandest, noblest, kindest, 
and most magnanimous of men, Abraham 
Lincoln.’’ 

At this same meeting in 1889 Lewis Cle- 
phane also detailed his impressions of the 
troublous times of from 1855 to 1861. 

‘In these days at the National capital,” 
said Mr. Clephane, “ if a man declared him- 
self a Republican, in the words of Alexander 
Hamilton, he was ‘doomed to perpetual 
ostracism from the _ esteem, confidence, 
honor, and emoluments of his country.’ In 
the early days of the Republican party none 
of us calculated upon the emoluments of 
office; there was little to look forward to 
in that line at that time. It was a crime 
to be called a Republican, and every man 
who was then known as a Republican was 
denounced as an abolitionist. We builded 
better than we knew. From seed we then 
planted we are today enjoying the fruit 
as the great Republican party of the country. 


Inception of the Party. 


“ The Republican party, as a distinct party, 
came into existence in February, 1856. Prior 
to that time, and during the latter part of the 
year 1854, in three or more of the States, 
Republican party organizations were started 
for local election purposes, but they never 
felt strong enough to stand forth asa dis- 
tinct party, and they generally coalesced 
with the other parties for the purpose of 
carrying some local election. At this time 
there were various political organizations 
in the country working under different party 
names: Democratic, Whig, Abolition, Anti- 
Slavery, Free Soil, Independent Democratic, 
People’s Party, and American, or Know- 
Nothing, party. The call for the National 
convention was issued Jan. 17, 1856, for a 
meeting to be held at Pittsburg, Feb. 22, 
of that year. It was thought advisable to 
quietly work up a new party, avoiding all 
the entangling opinions and sentiments of 
the other parties, based on the simple idea 
of non-extension of slavery into the Ter- 
ritories. ’ 

“While these sentiments prevailed ex- 
tensively, particularly in the West, it was 
some time before any regular party organi- 
zation was effected. This was finally 
brought about by the following call: 

‘*** Washington, D.’ C., Jan. 7, 1856.—To 
the Republicans of the United States: In 
accordance with what appears the general 
desire of the Republican party and at the 
suggestion of a large portion of the Repub- 
lican press, the undersigned hereby invite 
the Republicans of the Union to meet in 
informal convention at Pittsburg on the 
22d of Fébruary, 1856, for the purpose of 
perfecting the national organization and 
providing for a national delegate convention 
of the Republican party at some subsequent 
day to nominate candidates for the Presi- 
dency and Vice-Presidency to be supported 
at the election in November, 1856.’ 

‘Those who signed this call were A. P. 
Stone of Ohio, J. Z. Goodrich of Massachu- 
setts, David Wilmot of Pennsylvania, Law- 
rence Brainard of Vermont, and William A. 
White of Wisconsin. This call was issued 
first and purposely from the West and 
signed by the Governors of five States who

21 an informal meeting was held 
of delegates to the convention for the purpose

of making preliminary arrangements. This 
meeting seems to have been ill-advised, as it 
was a difficult matter to harmonize the 
various party interests which were there rep- 
resented, consisting of Democrats, Whigs, 
Free Soilers, Abolitionists, and Know-Noth- 
ings, each striving for the ascendency in the 
organization of the convention. As a con- 
sequence the meeting broke up with much 
bad blood engendered and every one felt 
disposed to predict the failure of the con- 
vention. 

‘‘Subsequently it was decided to select 
one man from each State to meet in private 
consultation at 8 o'clock in the morning, 
Feb. 22, 1856. To carry out this plan re- 
quired great secrecy and an entire night's 
work. Among those present in the morn- 
ing were Owen Lovejoy of Illinois, William 
Denison of Ohio, E. D. Morgan of New York, 
K. S. Bingham of Michigan, J. W. Stone of 
Massachusetts, and C. M. K. Puleston of 
New Jersey. All these parties except Mr. 
Puleston are now dead. Mr. Puleston after- 
wards went to England and became a mem- 
ber of the British Parliament. This conven- 
tion appoigted an Executive committee to 
call a convention for the nomination of can- 
didates te be supported for the offices of 
President and Vice-President of the United 
States. This committee met in Washington 
March 27, 1856, for that purpose. 

‘So important was the wording of thas 
call regarded so as to offend no one ang 
draw in from the ranks of all parties, that 
two days were necessary to prepare this 
simple call for the nomination convention. 

Call for National Convention. 


This call was as follows: 

‘The people of the United States, without 
regard t@ past political differences or divis- 
ions, who are opposed tc the repeal of the 
Missouri compromise, to the policy of the 
present administration, to the extension of 
slavery into the Territovies, in favor of the 
admission of Kansas as a free State, and of 
restoring the action of the Federal Govern- 
ment to the principles of Washington and 
Jefferson, are invited by the National com- 
mittee, appointed by the Pittsburg conven- 
tion of the 22d of February, 1856, to send 
from each State three dclegates from every 
Congressional district and six delegates-at- 
large to meet in Philadelphia on the 17th day 
of June next, for the purpose of recommend- 
ing candidates to be supported for the offices 
of President and Vice-President of the Unit- 
ed States.

Election of Lincoln. 


In the campaign of 1860, which resulted 
in the election of Lincoln, the National Re- 
publican Association numbered, as it does 
today, 700 members. A serenade had been 
tendered Senator Trumbull of Illinois at 
his residence, and E. B. Washburne of Illi- 
nois was delivering the address when an out- 
rageous assault, made by Democratic 
roughs, who threw stones and other missiles, 
compelled the speakers and others to take 
refuge within doors. 

Some of the instruments of the band were 
smashed and the large audience was dis- 
persed. Subsequently, when the Republican 
club, was receiving the returns from the 
election, which resulted in the choice of 
Lincoln as President of the United States, 
a semi-military company, styled the Na- 
tional Volunteers, made an attack upon the 
wigwam after nearly all the members had 
left the building. Half a dozen who had 
remained were compelled to fly to the roof 
for refuge, where they remained until morn- 
ing 

These were the kind of stories told at the 
meeting which resulted in the reorganization 
of the National Republican club, whose 
members will control the anniversary cele- 
bration this year. 


HARD WORK IN SENATE AND HOUSE. 


Appropriation Bills Passed and Busi- 
ness Attended To. 
Washington, D. C., Feb. 19.—In the Senate 
today Mr. Carter of Montana offered a reso- 
lution to recommit the tariff bill to the Fi- 
nance committee for further consideration. 


Mr. Carter did not press the resolution, but 


said he would ask totakeit up next Monday, 
when he would address the Senate on its 
adoption. , 

The diplomatic and consular appropriation 
bill was passed during the day. 

The bill pensioning the widow of the late 
Secretary Gresham as Brigadier-General at 
$200 monthly, with an amendment making 
the amount, $100 monthly, went over with- 
out action In order to permit Mr. Voorhees 
to speak against this amendment. 

Soon after the Senate session opened, Mr. 
Hill (D., N. Y.) spoke concerning the hun- 
dreds of petitions he was receiving from all 
parts of the country over the prohibition 
of the sale of beer at Ellis Island, where 
inikmigrants arrive. The. Senator said he 
could not see why the sale of beer to immi- 
grants was a serious matter. 

‘*T am inclined to believe,” said Mr. Hill, 
“that a glass of beer would be welcome 
to these immigrants when landing in this 
country. This vast petitioning effort by 
well-meaning but misguided people is evi- 
denee of the extreme puritanism, the ex- 
treme Rooseveltism, in progress in New 
York,” 

The House today devoted itself strictly to 
business. The army appropriation bill, car- 
rying $23,275,902, was passed; the confer- 
cree report on the urgent deficiency bill was 
acopted; and the bill to extend for five years 
the'time ff which the government can bring 
suits to annul patents to public lands under 
railroad and wagon road grants was passed.

J. P. MORGAN OBTAINS MORE BONDS, 
About $4,700,000 Worth Will Be Turned 
Over to the Syndicate. 

Washington, D. C., Feb. 19.—The following 
announcement was made at the Treasury 
Department today: 

** Messrs. J. P. Morgan & Co. and associ- 
ates under their bid for $100,000,000 of United 
States 4 per cent bonds of 1925, made in ac- 
cordance with the recent circulars of the 
Secretary of the Treasury, are entitled to 
receive bonds of the face value of about 
$4,700,000,. in addition to those of which 
they have already been notified. : Exact fig- 
ures cannot be stated until the returns from 
various Subtreasuries are fully verified.’ 

The Treasury today lost $617,700 in gold 
coin and $15,300 in bars, which leaves the 
true amount of the reserve, so far as re- 
ported, $91,442,820, 

New York, Feb. 19.—The total deposits up 
to 3 o’clock ‘this afternoon of gold at the 
Subtreasury on bond account are estimated 
at $7,000,000, of which $4,750,000 was by J. 
Pierpont Morgan & Co. The withdrawals 
are roughly placed at $335,000. The Conti- 
nental Insurance company, which bid for 
$50,000 of the bonds through the Stewart 
syndicate and failed to receive, its bonds, 
has turned the gold, for which it paid a 
premium, into the Subtreasury in exchange 
for legal tenders. 


MANY LIVE STOCK MEN ARE HEARD. 


Delegations from Chicago, St. Louis, 
Kansas City, and Omaha Present. 

Washington, D. C., Feb. 19.—The officers 
and members of the Executive Board of the 
National Live Stock Exchange from Chica- 
go, St. Louis, Kansas City, and Omaha were 
given a hearing by the Senate Committec 
on Agriculture today. They asked» for 
reciprocal legislation which would open the 
foreign markets to live stock, and-while 
they suggested no especial plan urged that 
Congress assist in finding a way to do this. 
Several speeches were made, in Which it 
was stated that the association contained 
2,000 members, and that the live stock inter- 
est was the largest single industry in the 
world. They complained especially of the 
restrictions placed upon importations of 
American cattle by foreign countries, and 
contended that there was no foundation for 
the outer that American live stock is dis- 
eased. 


May Exterminate the Seals. 
Washington, D. C., Feb. 19.—The Commit- 
tee on Ways and Means today authorized 
Chairman Dingley to report favorably his 
bill relating to the extermination of the 
Alaskan seal herd if measures for their 
protection shall not be obtained.

PROPOSITION IS MADE AT NATIONAL 
LINSEED OIL MEETING. ~ 


Would Reduce the Capital to the Act- 
ual Value of the Assets, Leaving 
Out the Good Will—Opposition Fails 
to Elect a Director—Directors May 
Soon Declinre Another Dividend—

The National Linseed Oi] company will 
probably reduce its capital from $18,000,000 
to $9,000,000. The reduction was proposed 
at yesterday’s annual meeting of the 
company, and it met with favor at 
the hands of all the stockholders 
present. A resolution was offered by 
Mr. Marble of Boston and passed unani- 
mously giving it as the sense of the meeting 
that the Board of Directors call an elec- 
tion at an early date and submit the propo- 
sition to the stockholders. 

The reduction in capital stock of the com- 
pany, if carried into effect, would wipe out 
the good will of the various plants which 
was capitalized when the company was 
formed. In the last annual Statement of 
the company there is given as “ balance 
representing good will, contracts, brands 
and kindred assets of an established bhusi- 
ness, $8,368,091."" The action recommended 
at yesterday’s meeting would mean the en- 
tire wiping out of this item in the assets of 
the company and would leave the capitaliza- 
tion at something near the real value of the 


“material assets. ) 


Yesterday's meeting was not the stormy 
one which the report of the stockholders’ 
committee sent out a few weeks aro would 
have led one to Suppose probable. There 
were thirty persons present, either stock- 
holders or representing stockholders. The 
number of shares represented was 141,824 
out of a total of 180,000, There were a few 
Scattering votes for directors, but not 
enough to endanger the election of the three 
names proposed, Alex. Euston, R. D. Hub- 
bard, and W. P. Orr. Of the total shares 
represented 120,449 votes were for the three 
named, while some 60,000 votes were cast 
under the cumulative plan for Edwin Carroll. 


o Committee’s Life Is Ended. 


There was an. effort made to prevent the 
discontinuance of the stockholders’ com- 
mittee which was appointed at the last an- 
nual meeting of the company and which was 
responsible for the attack on the company 
some weeks ago. The following resolution 
was offered and Lawyer McConnaughy, rep- 
resenting Mr, Coquard of St. Louis, attempt- 
ed to speak in opposition to the resolution, 
but he was declaréd out of order and com- 
pelled to sit down without being heard, and 
the resolution was carried: 

“Whereas, At the last annual meeting a 
committee was appointed by the Chairman 
to be called an Examining committee, with 
certain duties and at a specified expense: 
and 

** Whereas, No benefit to the stockholders 
has resulted from such appointment and 
outlay; be it 

““ Resolved, That such committee be dis- 
continued and the members thereof dis- 
chareed.”’ 

The National Linseed Oil company was 
organized in 1887 under the laws of Illinois 
to succeed the National Linseed Oil trust. 
The capital was put at $18,000,000 at the time 
the company was incorporated, and all the 
stock has been issued. Dividends were paid 
at the rate of 4 per cent a year until August, 
1891, when the profits of the company were 
cut down to @ point which caused a suspen- 
sion of dividends until September of last 
year, when there was paid a dividend of 1

Nearly all the oats from the Northwest, 
to which article the reduced rate applies, 
will have been forwarded by the time the 
rates are advanced again. General Man- 
ager Hays of the Grand Trunk therefore 
made no great concession, when, at the 
urgent entreaty of the Board of Managers 
of the Joint Traffic Trust, he consented to 
Withdraw the cut rate on east-bound oats. 
The promise of Mr. Hays, however, to with- 
draw the cut rate will satisfy the Board of 
Managers, because it relieves them of the 
necessity of authorizing the requested re- 
duction in the rate by the east-bound roads 
from Chicago. 

While the Canadian Pacific emphatically 
denies the charge made by the Grand Trunk 
that it is cutting rates from the Northwest 
to points in the East, and asserts it has not 
carried a pound of grain to St. Johns since 
Jan. 1, yet it is well known it has been and 
is still carrying the. bulk of the grain from 
St. Paul to the East. 

The complaint about the Grand Trunk 
having reduced the rate without due provo- 
cation is altogether absurd. The Canadian 
Pacific, or rather the “ Soo” line, which it 
controls, could not get a pound of freight to 
any of the Eastern seaboard points if it was 
not afforded an outlet from either Detroit 
or Ogdensburg to the seaboard by some of 
the trunk line trust roads which raised such 
a hue and cry against the Grand Trunk. It 
is generally known the New York Central 
has a traffic arrangement with the Cana- 
dian Pacific and is much benefited by the 
latter’s refusal to join the trunk line trust. 

[t was no doubt the knowledge of the fact 
that the New York Central is getting the 
benefit of the Canadian Pacific’s rate cut- 
ting that prevented the Board of Managers 
(which, by the way, is presided over by Mr. 
Hayden, the chief traffic official of the New 
York Central) from taking vigorous action 
against the Grand Trunk when the latter 
met the Canadian Pacific’s competition from 
the Northwest.

MRS. HENROTIN TALKS OF HER TEN- 
F: NESSEE VISIT. 


She Is Enthusiastic Over Club Wom- 
en in That State—Does Not Seem 
Greatly Aggrieved Over Denuncia- 
tion of Mrs. +E. Crozier French of 
Knoxville—Gives Her Version of 
the Clash Which Created So Mach 
Feeling in the Southern City. 

Mrs. Charles Henrotin, President of the 
General Federation of Women's Clubs, re- 
turned yesterday from Knoxville, Tenn., 
where she assisted in the formation of the 
Tennessee Federation of Women's Clubs. 

Mrs. Henrotin is enthusiastic over the Ten- 
messee club women in general, and does not 
geem greatly aggrieved at the marked in- 
attention of Mrs. EF. Crozier French of Knox- 
ville, who made herself conspicuous during 
the convention by public denunciation of 
Mrs. Henrotin for an alleged insult. 

Mrs. Henrotin was greatly amused when 
told of the somewhat exaggerated reports 
of the so-called clash. After a broad smile 
she proceeded to tell this modern tale toa 


reporter for THE TRIBUNE: 

« The alleged grievance of Mrs. French 
dates to a paper which she read before the 
Federation Congress at Atlanta. At this 
time the Federation Board expressed anxi- 
ety as to Mrs. French’s responsibility to 
carry out the program of the education de- 

_ partment for the biennial meeting of the 

General Federation in May. The paper was 

mot the one she was announced to read, 

which subject was ‘ Women in Education, 
but was some theory she had invented about 
unity, which was illustrated with a chart. 

Inasmuch as Mrs. French notified neither 

the President nor the Committee on Ar- 

rangements of the change in subjects much 
nfusion resulted. 

oe The next step was the discussion by the 
board as to the advisability of asking for 
Mrs. French’s resignation as Chairman of 
the education department, and I, wishing 
to avoid wounding Mrs. French’s feelings, 
offered to see her personally and present 
the matter, feeling she would like to offer 
her resignation. I simply told Mrs. French 
of the uneasiness of the board and that her 
resignation might be asked. Mrs. French 
refused to resign. This, in short, is the in- 
eult I am supposed to have offered. 

“After some informal discussion by the 
board it was decided not to ask Mrs. French 
for her resignation. The entire discussion 
was ordered not recorded on the*minutes, 
and Mrs. French remained Chairman of the 
education department. 

‘“‘Mrs. French immediately made public to 

Tennessee women her grievance, and fearing 
¢o cause further commotion I declined to go 
to Knoxville, where I had been invited to 
‘attend the formation of the Tennessee fed- 
eration. The Ossoli Circle, however, whose 
guests the delegates were to be, insisted on 
my accepting the invitation. Then Mrs. 
French resigned from the Ossoli, which res- 
ignation I sincerely trust the club will not 
-accept. The Ossoli women owe a debt of 
gratitude to Mrs. French, who was founder 
of the club. And had not the interests of the 
General Federation been. invoived I cer- 
tainly should not have gone to Knoxville. 

“As it was, I received a most cordial wel- 

me from.all the clubs of Tennessee, and 
he State Federation was inaifgurated with 

twenty-six clubs as charter organizations, 
= W. D. Beard of Memphis as Presi- 
ent. 

“One thing more: It is impossible for the 
board of any great organization not to call to 
account any officer who in their opinion is 
not carrying out the policy of the associa- 
tion. And the woman in question, by mak- 
ing public the conversation of the President 
of the General Federation, violated official 
etiquette and placed herself in the position 
of which she complains.” 

“Is it true the color question had anything 
to do with this affair?” : 

“The color question was not mentioned 
In this connection,” answered Mrs. Henrotin. 
*“ The Southern States all have agreed itisa 
question that affects the North alone. As 
far as their States are concerned they would 
not admit colored women who have a federa- 
tion of their own. It is called the Federation 
of Afro-American Women, and Mrs. Wash- 
ington Baker of Tuskogee, Ala., is the Pres- 
ident. Neither will the color question come 
up at the biennial meeting at Louisville in 

y, for the Southern women have settled 
it for themselves, and in turn rely on the 

known courtesy of Northern clubs not to 
send delegates who would not be socially 
welcome, however high opinion might be en- 
tertained of their intellectual capacity.”

WENTWORTH AVENUE PEOPLE AND 
ATTORNEY GRINNELL CONFER. 


Counsel for the Chicago City Railway 
Company Explains Why It Does 
Not Want to Grant the Low Kate, 
Though Admitting the Right of the 
Committee to Demand It—Tells 
Some of the Improvements Now 


Contem plated. 

A committee from the Wentworth Avenue 
Property-Owners’ Association held a con- 
ference yesterday afternoon with J. H, 
Grinnell, general counsel for the Chicago 
City railway, with reference to the operation 
of the Wentworth avenue line. The com- 
mittee represented the interests between 
Twenty-second and Thirty-ninth streeis, and 
was headed by Chairman H. Stillwell. 

The old license of the original street car 
company in Wentworth avenue provided 
tickets should be sold for four cents each 
when bought in amounts of six or more. 
"he committee demanded this rate be put 
in force and also asked a number of other 
things of the company. 

The committeemen claimed the property 
between Twenty-second and Thirty-ninth 
streets has steadily depreciated in value 
since the trolley has been started in Went- 
worth avenue, as the service furnished for 
the district farther south is just as good 
as they are getting and rents and'taxes are 
less. ‘Therefore people are going farther 
out to live. They said also the cars were 
so crowded by the time théy reached Thirty- 
ninth street they could never get a seat, not 
only during the rush hours, but all through 


the day. 

It was declared the dirt which had been 
left in the street when the company paved 
along its tracks last fall had never been 
removed, and whenever the weather was 
mild the street was a sea of mud between 
the curb and the tracks. The committee 
complained of the way the street was 
sprinkled by the company last summer, and 
also wanted the cables now on the poles to 
be put underground or taken elsewhe! . 

’ Concerning the four-cent fare Mr. Grin- 
nell said the company did not want it in 
Wentworth avenue, though he did not deny 
the right of the committee to demand it 
on the ground of the former license. He 
said if Wentworth avenue residents were 
given this fare the patrons of the parallel 
lines in State street, Wabash avenue, and 
Ashland avenue would also feel entitled to 
this concession. He explained how it was 
the company made all its profits on short 
hauls, as the long hauls and long transfers 
were made at a loss, and the dividing line 
between profit and loss was in the vicinity 
of Thirty-ninth street. 

Concerning. the crowded condition of the 
ears, he told of the plans of the company 
for the future. He said it proposed to buy 
a lot somewhere in the center of the line 
and make a yard for switching in cars, so 
they could be run from the center of the 
city out to this point and back again with- 
out using the street tracks for a switch- 
yard. He also said the company had ordered 
nearly 100 cars built, and this would heip the 
condition of travel in Wentworth avenue 
materially. 

The dirt, he said, should not have been left 
by the contractors, and the company would 
take that up at once. He hinted the com- 
pany might help the city clean the street of 
the accumulation of ice and snow along the 
curb. He also hinted an arrangement might 
be arrived at by which the company would 
sprinkle the entire strect during the coming 
summer. 

But the cables, he said, could not be put 
underground except at enormous expense, 
and the only remedy for this evil was to 
string them somewhere else. The use of the 
alley east of Wentworth avenue was dis- 
cussed. 

In conclusion Mr. Grinnell said the Im- 
provement Association had not taken its 
ease before the right man when it told its 
tdle of woe to Attorney-General Mcloney. 
He said the State had no jurisdiction in an 
agreement between the city and a eorpora- 
tion. He could not make any communica- 
tion to the Improvement Association at its 
meeting tomorrow night, as he contemplated 
going out of town, but would make some 
communication to the association at the next 
meeting. 


OFFICIALS CHARGED WITH BRIBERY 


Garbage Contractor Makes the Alle- 
zation in a Lawsuit. 


When the garbage contracts were let 
three weeks ago one was given to Romaine 
Blakeslee and William H. Durant, at $12,- 
090. They have disagreed and yesterday 
Durant sued Blakeslee for an accounting. 
Among other things he charges in his bill 
of complaint Blakeslee informed him a 
large part of their anticipated profits had to 
be used by him in corrupting and fraudulent- 
ly influencing certain municipal officers in 
order to get the contract. 

This allegation, when it became known, 
caused excitement in City Hall circles. Com- 
missioner Kent immediately sent for Mr. 
Durant, and when that individual arrived at 
his office he demanded whether the charge 
had reference to any person in any way con- 
nected with the Public Works Department. 
When the contractor put in an appearance 
he was confronted by both Commissioner 
Kent and Superintendent Rhode, and be- 
came greatly excited. He said his charge in- 
volves no person connected with the city ad- 
ministration. When asked whether he 
meant to implicate some Alderman he re- 
fused to talk, but subsequently said that if 
his attorney, P. J. O’Shea, had put anything

DEEDS FOR KRANZ PROPERTY FILED. 


Eugene K. Butler Denies C. H. McCor- 
mick Is the Purchaser. 


Deeds for the Kranz property on State 
street, the sale of which for $365,000 cash 
was noted in THE TRIBUNE on Sunday, have 
been placed on record. They run to Eugene 
kK. Butler, who is Secretary of the McCor- 
mick Harvesting Machine company. 

At the time the sale was made it was-stated 
title would be taken by the buyer in the 
name of another, and yesterday in real es- 
tate circles it was reported Cyrus H. Mc- 
Cormick was the real purchaser. Mr. Butler, 
however, gave an emphatic denial to the 
story, and stated he was the buyer, as the 
deeds indicated. 

The property is situated on the west side 

of State street, at the corner of Couch place, 
and measures seventy-seven feet on the 
former. It is covered with a large building 
occupied by Orr & Lockett, whose lease 
has several years to run. : 
The transfer of 115 feet on Cottage Grove 
avenue, south of Thirty-sixth street, with 
the improvements, consisting of a large flat 
building, has been recorded. The property 
is sold by Lazarus Silverman and wife to 
Leopold Moss, and by the latter to Mrs. Sil- 
verman. Mr. Moss is connected with Mr. 
Silverman’s business, and explained the 
transaction was a transfer of the property 
to Mrs. Silverman by her husband, for 
money she had advanced. The transfer at- 
tracted attention from the fact in similar 
deals the consideration is ordinarily placed 
at a nominal figure. Mr. Moss said the price 
named in the deed about represents the value 
of the property. 


INSURANCE AFFAIRS. 


The following communication was written by 
an insurance man: 
Judging from the annual statements filed b/ 
Western joint stock fire insurance companies their 
stockholders may congratulate themselves on the 
profits of the business of 18095, as they have had 
eccasion to do from the start. The following fig- 
ures show the cash dividends paid and the per- 
centage of net earnings on the capital stock of the 
several companies, which i tained by addiag 
the amount of the dividendsto the gain in net 
surplus during the year:

These figures do not vary materially from those 
of the previous year. These companies 


been paid by stock dividends. Jan. 1, 1895, they 
had $12,500,117 cash assets, and on Jan. 1, 1896. 
they had $15,374,028, a gain of $565,911 in cash 
assets during the year. They adso paid $330,000 
in cash dividends, or 13 2-10 per cent. In spite of 
these figures Mr. Williams, agent of a Connecticut 
insurance company, in one of the Sunday papers 
in criticism of an article in The Tribune, after 
vainly trying to show that there is little or no 
profit in the fire insurance business, expresses hin.- 
self as follows: ‘‘I have asa citizen of Chicago 
urged the formation of two or more additional 
home companies of, say, $500,000 cash capital, 
fully paid. I have placed the subject before cap- 
italists, saying there was room and other com- 
panies would welcome such companies. Up to 
date I have failed, because the official figures giv- 
ing the results do not give sufficient encourage- 
ment.’’ 

We do not know what figures were submitted to 
the ‘‘ capitalistss’ but we do know that 10 per 
cent investments aré not found for 5 per cent of 
the investments of the country, while we can name 
fire insurance companies that have paid from 2h 
to 40 per cent cash dividends for the last twenty 
years, and one that has paid 120 per cent cash divi- 
dend for the last ten years. 

New York capitalists seem to be aware of the 
faet that there is money in the Western fleld fur 
insurance capital, as four newly-organized stock 
companies have been licensed or have filed their 
Statements in this State during a year as soon 
as they were able to issue a policy, while numerous 
New York Lloyds, which do not report to the de- 
partment, are falling over each other attempting 
to secure the business which Western capitalists 
are Jed to believe there is no profit in.

Madison, Wis., Feb. 19.—[Special. ]—Insurance 
Commissioner Fricke today made an important 
ruling affecting premium life insurance compa- 
nies that are doing business in Wisconsin. He 
refused to consider the application of a fixed premi- 
um life insurance company for examination until 
the annual statement containing the gain and loss 
exhibit as adopted by the National Convention of’ 
Insurance Commissioners was properly filled out 
and all questions answered. 

The commission appointed by act of the last 
Legislature to revise the insurance laws, consist- 
ing of Insurance Commissiqner Fricke, Lieut - 
Gov. Baensch, and M. C. Phillips of Oshkosh, has 
held a meeting and mapped out its work in a gen- 
eral way. It will meet again March 19 and 20. 
The commission will submit a codification of the 
insurance Idws to the next Legislature, and will 
probably also’recommend that building and loan 
associations be placed under the supervision of 
the Bank Examiner. 

The New England Burglary Insurance Associa- 
tion has been licensed to do business in Wisconsin. 
Applications for admission have been received 
frem the Alliance Hall and Lightning Mutual 
Insurance company of Austin, Minn., and the 
Masonic Equitable Accident Association of Boston.

Columbus, O., Feb. 19.—[Special.]—Senator Sul- 
livan introduced a bill providing that foreign casu- 
alty companies shall not be required to make tne 
$50,000 deposit in this State, provided such com- 
panies have $200,000 on deposit in the State where 
they are organized. The Superintendent of In- 
surance is authorized and directed to return to 
such companies the amounts deposited by them. 

The State Commissioner ‘today turned into the 
State Treasury the sum of $58,565.71 as the fees 
collected by the department for the first quarter 
of the fiscal year. It is slightly less than the 
amount turned in last quarter.

SYMPATHY FOR BAD BOYS 


NON-APPROPRIATION FOR BRIDE- 
WELL CELLHOUSE DEPLORED. 


Failure of Council to Make the John 
Worthy Manual Training School 
Avalilable for Youthful Culprits 
and Estrays Disappoints Teachers 
and Philanthropists — Lyman J. 
Gage’s Suggestion to Millionaires— 
Mrs. Flower’s Prediction. ° 

There was general disappointment in public 
school and philanthropic circles yesterday 
over the announcement by Mr. Madden the 
City Council would make no appropriation 
for the erection of a separate cell-house for 
juveniles at the bridewell. The idea of the 
splendid John Worthy Manual Training 
School, which has already lain idle for seven 
months, remaining unused for months to 
come for want of the cell-house seemed to 
be generally deplored. 

Lyman J. Gage said: “ This decision is 
greatly to be regretted. Last fall 1 and sev- 
eral others, including Miss Sweet, Mrs. Mc- 
Culloch, and Mrs. Flower, called to see May- 
or Swift on this subject. He said he was 
perfectly in sympathy with our mission, but 
it was useless to talk about the city appro- 
priating-money whenit had none. Thetruth 
is, the money for the cell-house has to be 
raised by private charity, if at all. 

“ The people who went with me to see the 
Mayor appointed me a committee to raise 
it, but I failed and requested three of them 
to try to raise it among the wealthy women 


of the city, and they also failed. So 1am at 


the end of my rope. 

“ There never was such an opportunity 
for a philanthropist to do good in Chicago as 
there is by the erection of this cell-house. 
The crime and misery it would prevent are 
beyond computation. But as such a charity 
would: be unobtrusive and not make such a 
show as the erection of a building for the 
University of Chicago I suppose the million- 
aires will not consider it.” 

Mrs. J. M. Flower said: ‘‘lam utterly ata 
loss for words to express my regret the John 
Worthy School is not equipped and opened. 
1 regard it as the most essential thing to 
city government for which the City Council 
could makean appropriation. Weare bring- 
ing up in Chicago a horde of young bandits 
who will some day destroy the city and pun- 
iSh it for its neglect. The John Worthy 
School is exactly the thing they need, but it 
would be worse than useless to open it before 
the separate cell-house for the boys is pro- 
vided.’’ 

Supt. Crawford said: ‘“‘ I have not heard 
the City Council would refuse the money for 
the cell-house. I had a talk with Mr. Mad- 
den today in which he said the Finance com- 
mittee had not reached bridewell matters 
yet, and gave no intimation of a refusal. I 
do not believe the appropriation will be re- 
fused. As to putting dormitories on the top 
floor of the school building, it is nonsensical.” 

Supt. Crawford made an address on this 
subject yesterday morning at No. 15 Wash- 
ington street before the Department of Phi- 
lanthropy of the Women’s club and excited 
great interest in what he called “‘ The Boy 
Question.”’ 


TO KEEP FAKERS FROM SCHOOLS. 


Thomas Brenan Says He Will Appeal 
to Chief Badenoch. 

Thomas Brenan, Chairman of the School 
Management committee of the Board of 
Education, had his attention called to a 
practice which fakers have of distributing 
advertising matter to the pupils of the 
schools as they leave the school building to- 
gether for the day. His attention was par- 
ticularly directed to an incident of this 
kind in front of the Kershaw School last Fri- 
day, in which several of the children were 
trampled on and hurt, and others had their 
clothes torn. Mr. Brenan said: 

**I do not think this happens often. I am 
sure 1 never heard of a case like it before. 
Any 
man who goes to the door of a schoolhouse 
to practice in any way on the pupils Is a 
lawbreaker, and ought to be arrested. I 
mean to see Chief of Pclice Badenoch about 
If there is no ordinance under which 


matter to get one passed.”’ 

Attorney Morrill of the Board of Educa- 
tion said: ‘“‘I could not say offhand under 
what ordinance a man might be arrested 
who caused a riot among the school children 
by offering them tickets and other trinkets 
out in the street.’ But 1 have no doubt he 
might be legally arrested. Moreover, the 
janitor and engineer of every schoolhouse 
are special policemen, and have the right 
to make arrests.”’ 

Assistant Superintendent Kirk said he 
thought the practice of distributing things 
for advertising purposes to the pupils as 
they came out of school was-entirely too 
frequent. Principal Beavens of.the La Salle 
School also said the practice was quite com- 
mon.
